Declaration.'

S' The' before the Receite of y? I had a very full & per- 
fe<5t account of y' late revolutions at Bofton & had feen & 
perufed y* Declaration fett forth in y* Name of y' Genl. 
mercts. & Inhabitants of Bofton & y' Country adjacent, I 
could not forbeare, when you lett the whole ftreffe & notice 
of that violent proceedings on y* Grounds & Reafons there 
in Containd ; Serioufly & Confiderately to review y*. fame : 
to find if any true Reafon there were for a Rebellion, for fo 
(not to flatter our felues) in truth the aiflions muft be 
termed; & indeed vpon y" mofl flriifl examination I can 
make there, find nothing that either by y' Law of God or

man can juftify the fame, nor any benefitt or advantage 
propofed or gained to the Country thereby. 

For tho' it be true, That about 1 1 yeares ago there was a 
moft damnable & horrid Popifti plott difcouered in Engl 
And that many of y* Principall aftors therein were brought 
to condign Punifhment, what reafon can it bee. That that 
Plott at this tyme fliould aflfe6l, frighten or amafe vs, when 
the Same in all the late tranfadlions in Eng^ euen lince the 
happy landing of the Prince of Orang is not fo much as 
inflanced, or repeated, and fince To efifeftuall a Courfe is 
taken by him with y* Nobility & Gentry of y** Kingdome to 
fecure both our Religion & liberty from Popery & Slavery. 
Methinks wee Ihould rather haue refted fatisfied therein 
prayd Gods blefling vpon fo generous an vndertaking & 
haue thought our felues fufficiently fafe & fecure thereby 
being well affured that amongft vs, there is none fo intoxi- 
cated with that Bygotry as to be able to do vs harm. 

And 'tis as ftrange an impofition to make vs belieue That 
the vacating of Our Charter was any effedl of that plott, 
when the fame was fully difcouered and defeated in Anno 
1678 & the proceedings & Judgment [of] our Charter was 
in Ann 1684. & if wee do but refledl & looke back on our 
pad adion, wee muft with Shame acknowledge & Confeffe 
That Our Maleverfation & abufe of Our libertyes & prive- 
leges granted vs hath juflly deferued the fame, & why at this 
tyme & diftance you fhould take vpon you to calumniate the 
proceedings at Weflminfter Hall, and by that meanes quef- 
tion y* luftice of the Nation vpon which wee do & muft 
certainly wholy depend & bring that as an Argument for y' 
Juftification, is to me moft vnreafonable.

I haue been an eye & an eare witnes to y* Commiflion 
vnder y' Great Seal of Eng*? which appointed & \Jtc\ 
Prefid! & Councill to take vpon them the Gom? of thofe 
Countryes which was an Authority equall to y' former & was 
admitted &fubmitted to by y' whole Authority of this GomJ 
when alTembled together. 

And for my part I & many others of my Neighbors of y* 
Country found or faw no fault there in; 'Only that thereby 
y* Reprefentatiues of y* Poeple were not diredled to be Con- 
fulted about railing Taxes or making Lawes. That wee 
vnderftood was vfuall in moft other of the plantations, but 
wee not being ftates men enough fully to inform our felues 
in y* Reafons thereof, & Quereing Our duty, both by y' 
Law of God & man, was to yeild due Obedience to all putt 
in Authority ouer vs with out any further Enquiry, as your 
felues Submitted thereto, not being fitt to Cavell at y* form 
or manner of obtaining thereof (which tho' I haue a great 
Honour & efteem for y* learning, knowledge & good parts 
of many Geni with you) I beleiue but very few are ac- 
quainted with, & why another Commiflion might not be 
granted by y* fame Authority to another perfon & he expeft 
the like obedience, I cannot fee any Reafon. 

Againft / perfon of Sf Edm^ Andros Kn! & Cap! Gen^ & 
Gour neither my felfe nor any of my Neighbors in y* 
Country (fo far as I haue converfed or been acquainted with 
them) can lay any Juft Complaints or imputations, nor can 
wee fee or difcern, but in the Adminiftration of his Gom? 
tho' it could not bee expe6led that a poeple who gaue them- 
felues fuch irregular liberty in trade (as many amongft vs 
did) (hould vpon fuch a change & alteration light with fome 

inconveniencyes

inconveniencyes & loffes : where in the law being ag? vs wee 
fhould better haue born with, then vnreafonably refented, 
Confidering that Obedience is better than Sacrifice. 

As in all Goverm^f & Comunityes of mankind there are 
Good & ill men, & perhaps fuch might bee in Office here, 
who would not bee Contented with their allowed fees, & 
perhaps in that perticuler of Wills (which if it bee fo) my 
Country Confcience will not admitt That y? is a fufficient 
Ground or reafon for a greater . . . But that whoeuer is 
greived in fuch a nature ought by due Courfe of Law 
to feeke redreffe, & none are more fevere to punifh fuch 
Offenders then the Lawes of our Native Country, I meane 
the land of our fore fathers which haue been adminiftred 
to vs. 

My neernes to y* men of Ipfwich haue made me in a 
great meafure acquainted w*^ the Trouble & diflurbance 
fome there & in other parts lately gaue to y* GomJ But 
who they or thofe of Plymouth haue been proceeded ag!, I 
am not fo well acquainted with, as the Records may fhew 
forth, which if in a legall & Judiciall manner (as I haue 
heard they were) I am fure all concernd ought to be fatisfied, 
& Concluded thereby; or in like legall manner feek for 
redreffe to fuperior Authority. 

Tho' fome vnadvifed expreffions are charged in the De- 
claration to be faid both at Councill & at Court which are 
deemed & poffibly may bee very difficult to proue, yet if 
they were fo, it is not (as I conceiue) the inconfiderate fay- 
ings of men, but their aftions that wee muft Judge y* men 
by: nor ought a whole Gom! to be contemnd, or flighted 
for one of [or] two fuch, fmce amongft the beft of men, 

there 
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there are failings & in fome more then in others. Noe loofe 
& generall Refledions on Goverm? or perticuler perfons 
amongft fober & Judicious men affecft any other, then to 
(hew y* vnworthines of the writers. 

I haue often heard & fometymes at leifure houres turning 
ouer the ftatute booke haue feen an A61 of Parlm! by which 
a writt of Habeas Corpus is grantable for the liberty & eafe 
of the fubjedl to prevent his being imprifoned without a 
Caufe & that there is a penalty of 500^ infli(5led on any Judge 
or Juftice that (hall denye the fame for which y* party 
greived hath his aftion at law, fo that any refufed that writt 
might haue proceeded accordingly : & wee muft not fuppofe 
That or any other defe6l in publick Minifters or perticuler 
perfons, where the law giues fufficient Remedy to be a fuffi- 
cient Argument for thofe proceedings. 

I cannot but take notice of words fo angrily & improperly 
putt together where in the declaration it is faid without a 
verdidl yea without a Jury fometymes haue poeple been 
fined moft vnrighteoufly ; whereas in truth there is nothing 
more jud or pra(5licable in y* law, then for partyes by demurr 
or other fpeciall pleading to bring their caufes to ifTue in 
Law, & y* Judges to giue judgment thereon accordingly as 
I haue been informd; & by reading the bookes of Law haue 
fatisfied myfelfe, but I haue neuer \Jic\ any Committed 
without Caufe (hown. I am loath to take vpon my felfe to 
bee a Cafuid fufficient to determine the matter of Con- 
fcience about y* mode of Swearing, the Cavill about w^ 
has giuen no Small trouble & hindrance to our Civill & 
Judiciall proceedings. Since my remembrance vnder y* 
former Gom! the mode was by holding vp y* hand w*'' was not 

enjoind 
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enjoind as I euer could find by any law, but introduced & 
Continued by pra6lice, & no other method as euer I could 
heare of admitted fince y* Chang of y* Gom? we coming 
vnder y* lawes of England, by which y* mode of Swearing is 
much different, that by a far longer Cuftome & vfage re- 
quiring y* Partyes fwearing to touch fome part of y* holy 
Bible or word of God, which I take to bee y* onely legall 
Oathe or mode of Swearing, vnleffe another mode were by 
law appointed, which would be equally alike to me, if it had 
the fame effedl in the Law to inforce the difcovery of the 
truth, or prevent or punifti perjury, & therefore hauing fo 
much Law & Reafon for y* Requiring thereof, the Same 
cannot be fo great a Greivance if any. Before y* change of 
Gom! by Some ingenuous men better (killed in y* titles of 
land & manner of Conveyancing then my felfe, I haue often 
heard vpon difcourfe with them. That there were miflakes & 
omiffions in y* pafling & Granting of Lands, as well to town- 
Ihipps as to perticuler perfons, for want of attending & ob- 
feruing the order & method directed in our former Charter 
for that purpofe, and vpon Enquiry into y* fame, I am forcd 
both by Law & Reafon to be Concluded thereby, & to 
efteem the power Given by his Ma*!** to Confirm our eftates 
and mend thofe defedls to be an A(5l of his efpeciall Grace 
& favour to vs, but I would be glad the fame might be pro- 
cured on fo eafye termes, as might not bee burthenfome to y* 
Inhabitants, & that Townfhipps might paflTe in our Gen? 
Patent, as I am informd has been pradliced amongft our 
Neighbors weftward ; & haue been told by fome in place 
might be here if defired, which I fuppofe will giue greate eafe 
& fatisfadion, & therefore (as y*' old faying is) I would not 

haue 
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haue my Country men fpoile a flieep for a halfe penny 
worth of Tarr, nor build too much vpon what will faile them 
at laft, & by being ouer fond of their miftaken Notions make 
them withftand y* Good offred & run themfelues & Country 
into further inconveniencyes & troubles. I haue not been 
a little concernd, at the trouble that hath been given vs by 
y* Indians infurredlion to y* Eaftward, & that fo many of 
Our Neighbors & freinds haue been drawn to that Service, 
& belieue it a Calamity which Our Sins haue brought vpon 
vs. My remotenes from thofe parts hath not giuen me y' 
oppertunity to know the perticulers of its beginning, but as 
farr as I haue heard what occafioned it, it fell out when his 
Excel* was at y* Southward, & fome forces were fent out of 
Bofton into y' Eaftern parts before his return, & I cannot 
perceiue any pleafure or profitt that could invite his Exceli 
to expofe his perfon for our Countrymen to y* hardfliips & 
dangers of that fervice, but onely the tender care & regard 
he had to Our Safety & honour of Our Nation, both which 
by his prudent conduct haue been hitherto Kept & preferved, 
& ought rather to be an argument for our Standing firm & 
vniting together in y* bond of Peace, then when the heathen 
are raging ag! vs, wee (hould raife Jeloufyes & divifions 
amongft our felues. 

If wee had had the due regard to Our felues & Country 
and that true value for y! Noble vndertakings of y* Prince of 
Orange as wee ought we (hould haue refted fatisfied with 
Our Condition, & not haue anticipated that with force & 
violence, which with mildnes & Juftice might haue been 
foon given vs, euen all the libertyes wee can hope for as 
Englifhmen; for we (hould not thinke that when God is 

working 
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working Generall deliverances for his poeple, wee Ihould 
haue been excluded, & his own way & tyme is certainly the 
beft, which ought & muft be attended; befides wee mud 
confider, that wee haue no power or Authority of Gom* 
vertually in vs, but being part of the Realm & dominion of 
England & vnder y* Allegiance of that Crown, muft as our 
fore fathers did before vs deriue all our power & Authority 
from thence. 

I would not haue my Country men boaft themfelues too 
much on their own Strength nor value themfelues too much 
on y* Succeffe-of y* laft adlion, where poffibly the prudence 
of thofe in place was not the leaft meanes of preventing 
bloud (bed, who rather Chufing to Stand & Juftifye their 
A6lion, then bafely run away and forfake their Truft, ought 
by all good men to be more efteemed & regarded, and Juf- 
tice and not Anger ought to take place. I am fo far from 
thinking of an Ele(5lion, & fo are many of my Neighbors, 
that I thinke it equally as dangerous & vn warrantable, to 
take vp Our Old GomI according to Our Charter, as to fet 
vp a New; Since 'tis admitted That Our Charter by JudgmJ 
of Law was Condemnd, and Our Libertyes feized into y* 
Kings hands, who hath fmce fetled another GomJ ouer vs. 
How euer erronious the proceedings were, in the obtaining 
thereof, yet I am Certainely informd it remaines Good vntill 
reverf 'd, & I find by yf printed papers, that lately came from 
Eng*! that there was no way to reftore the privileges to Cor- 
porations in Eng*! ag! which Judgm! was Entred, but by 
Granting New Charters to them which y* King ordred 
to be prepared & paffed without fee; & I hope all our 

Countrymen 
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Countrymen, when they Confider it, will be of the Same 
minde. 

What moued my Country men fo haftily & violently I 
cannot yet learn, & doubt much if euer I (hall find a true 
reafon for it, but think it was very well that fo many pru- 
dent & able men did interpofe to prevent the worfer efifedls 
of a Giddy & enraged multitude, who for that a(5lion maybe 
termed the Saviours of their Country & their own honour, 
if their future anions be agreeable to their then vndertak- 
ing : & therefore that wee may rather fee of our own faults 
& miftakes then haue them told vs by others, & by that 
meanes faue our Country from any blott or imputation & 
our perfons & eftates from y* Cenfure of y* Law, lett vs 
Serioufly thinke & Confider, in whofe hands the Care & 
Gom* of this poeple is lawfully placed, & the Authority wee 
haue to remoue & difplace them & fett vp others in their 
fted; & when thefe things plainely appeare to vs, let vswith 
that Duty & obedience which wee ought, addreffe & fubmitt 
ourfelues to thofe which haue Authority ouer vs, that wee 
may be alwayes found Doing our dutyes, not doubting but 
from them (as heitherto) wee may haue fecurity & prote6tion 
according to law & the full benefitt & enjoyment of all 
orders & privileges, as are all dayly expefted from England, 
by which alone wee mufl be direfted. 

And that this my humble Advife may take place in the 
minds of all my Neighbors & Country men, produce a free 
& Generall pardon & indulgence for all miftakes paft, is the 
hearty defire & prayer of him who intirely wi(hes the peace 
happines & profperity of our Sion, & that God in loue may 
dwell and abide with vs. You may Communicate thefe

Considerations Humbly Offered to the Parliament 

(hewing 
That thofe Charters relating to the Plantations were taken 
away, upon quite different Reafons from thofe in Eng- 
land^ thefe Charters being Seized for the abufe of their 
Power, in deftroying not only the Woollen and other 
Manufactures, but alfo the very Laws and Navigation of 
England, and making themfelves as it were Independant 
to this Crown.

All His Majefties Plantations in America, have been 
either Difcovered, or Peopled under the Encouragement of 
Charters from the Crown of England, and feveral Great 
Powers and Priviledges Jiave been Granted to Proprietors, 
and Corporations with reftri(5lions, neverthelefs that they 
Ihould depend on the Crown, and as they have their Protec- 
tions from thence, and from Old-England, fo it was always 
underflood that thofe Priviledges, and efpecialy the Powers 

of 
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of Government (hould be exercifed fo by the particular Pro- 
prietors and Corporations, as not to prejudice the Intereft 
of England; but upon all occafions procure the Benefit, 
and be created by the Authority refiding in England; and 
as often as the Proprietors and Corporations, have A6led 
contrary hereunto their Powers have been Queftioned and 
Set afide. So the Great Charter of Virginia in the Year 
1632. was voided, and the Government of that Colony has 
ever fince refted in the Crown, so the Charter and Pro- 
priety of the Earl of Carlijle, which made him abfolute 
Lord of the Carribee Iflands, was call'd for at the Council 
Board, in the Year 1663. and there furrendred. So the 
Charters for the Newfound-Land in divers Reigns, as they 
became prejudicial to the Fifhery, which is of fo great im- 
portance to England were fet afide. So were many other 
Charters annulled in the Reign of King Charles the Firft, 
and King Charles the Second, Vacated by Quo Warranto s^ 
or otherwife it being not thought reafonable, that while they 
enjoyed all other advantages equally with their Native Coun- 
try of England^ they (hould abufe the Priviledges Granted 
them by Exporting Wool and other materials for Manufac- 
ture, befides Tobacco and Sugar, &c. to France^ Hamburg, 
Hollattd and other places in Europe, and Importing back 
from thofe places not only Linnen, but Woollen, and all 
other Manufa6lures (which (hould be of the Engli(h growth) 
Cuftom free, and this not only for their own Confumption, 
but alfo fupplying therewith moft parts of the World partic- 
ularly the Engli(h Plantations, which according to the Adl 
of Navagation ought to be fupplyed from Old England, after 
Cuftoms paid in and out, whereby they were inabled to 

bring 
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bring thofe Goods 50 /. per Cent. Cheaper to their Market 
there, than our Merchants could, which Trade incouraged 
their Building fome Hundreds of Ships which were im- 
ployed in thofe illegall Trades, to the ruin of the Englifh 
Navagation, and tho their Ships built there, by our Law 
were as Free as thefe built here in England^ yet not above 
Ten of them all do yearly come diredlly for England^ but 
were imployed fo indiredlly as aforefaid. 

For thefe and many fuch like weighty confiderations, and 
other pradlices inconfiftent with the Intereft and Govern- 
ment of Engla7id, in the laft Year of the Reign of King 
Charles the II. the Charter of the Colony of the Maffachu- 
fets Bay was vacated upon a Scire Facias, Proof having 
been plainly made, as it may be again when it fhall be 
neceffary, of their affuming the Regal Power of Coyning 
many and different fpecies of Silver, giving a bafer Allay, 
than is practiced in England ; Their making Laws and 
puting them in Execution for impofing Taxes upon the 
Shipping and Manufacture of England coming into their 
Ports, difcouraging as much as in them lay the Trade of the 
Englifli, thereby to render the Shipping of their own Built 
the more Valuable, and reftraining and difcountenancing 
the Execution of the Adls of Parliament by their Printed 
Co/. 14 & Co/. J5. Laws. Their Impofing an Oath of Fidelity to 
their Common-wealth as their Law Book terms it. 

Their Incroaching upon the Neighbouring Colonies 
poffefling themfclves in a Hoflile manner of the Propriety of 
others not Subjcdl to their Government, and upon Com- 
plaints, Petitions, and Orders at the Council-Board, giving 
no Redrefs, but even Affronting and contemning the Au- 
thority 
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thority of the Commiflioners appointed by King C/tarles the 
Second to determine the Appeals of others against the In- 
vafions of that Colony. Their making Laws againft all 
other Opinions in Religion except that of the Congrega- 
tional Churches, and more efpecially againft that of the 
Church of England. 

Their Treating ill the Captains of the Kings Ships in 
time of War, for defiring permiffion to recruit themfelves 
with Men and Viftuals, in Order to purfue the Kings Ser- 
vice in the Prote6lion of his Subjefls in thofe Parts, par- 
ticularly thofe belonging to the Fifhery. 

Their entertaining Pirats, and Encouraging them to 
come and Vi<5lual there. 

In the mean time they remain Free from all Taxes and 
Impofitions, which now, or at any other time are laid upon 
England, without contributing in any manner to the Aid of 
the Crown, or even to their own Protedlion or fupport. 

The People of Nero-England in General are better fatis- 
fied with the prefent Government, there being only fome 
Men in former Authority^ that defire thereftoring the Char- 
ter; And if they fhall be at Liberty again to Exercife their 
Unlimited and Arbitrary Power, they will draw the Inhab- 
itants, and efpecially the Labouring and Manufa6luring Peo- 
ple of England, who will find it more eafie to live there, than 
in their Native Country; and as the fame Manufa6lures are 
now carried on there that are fet up in England, fo by this 
farther Encouragement, as they will not depend in Govern- 
ment, fo they will carry on a feparate Trade to the palpable 
Impoverifliment of England, and highly prejudicial as well 
as contrary to the Laws thereof. 

The 
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The Reftoring of this Charter will alfo be of very great 
Advantage to the Freruh, who Border upon New-England^ 
and will daily make Incurfions upon them, which they will 
be the better enabled to do by fuch a dif-union of this and 
the many other Colonies of New-England^ and their Inde- 
pendancy upon the Government of Old England. 

Nor was thCharter firfl profecuted in the Late King's 
Reign, but in the Reign of King Charles the I. tho' no 
Judgment was Recorded, the Wars preventing till the Reign 
of King Charles the II. Neither was it done then upon the 
late Meafures, but upon other important Reafons of State, 
fome of which are above-mentioned. 

Upon the Diffolution of this Charter, the lUegall Trade, 
so Notorioufly carried on by the People of New-Englandy 
was then ftopt, which when they found, and that they could 
not Trade but upon even Terms with others of His Majef- 
ties Subje6ls, fome of the Inhabitants of New-England 
brought over feveral Indications of Mines of Copper^ &c. 
which they had difcovered fome Years fince, but were not 
arrived to Eftate enough to opperate the fame themfelves, 
and being prevented in their former Trade were willing to 
take in Partners here in England^ with whom they joyned 
in a Petition to the Late King James to be Incorporated 
with certain Priviledges and Immunities, the better to 
enable them to go on with the Undertaking, which was gra- 
cioufly Received, and in all Probability had been Accom- 
pliflied before now, had not the late Revolution hapned, 
fev6ral of His Majefties Subjedls having Subfcribed a Fond 
of near looooo/. for carrj-ing on the Work, and have al- 
ready expended confidcrable Sums of Money upon Experi- 
ments, 
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ments, and to obtain a Charter of Incorporation. But fmce 
the Vote pafled in the Houfe of Commons for the Reftor- 
ing of Charters and Corporations to the fame State and 
Condition they were in the Year i66a The NeuhEngland 
Men hoping thereby to be Reftored to their Old Govern- 
ment, whereby they might re-aflfume their former Power, 
and with the fame Freedom as heretofore, profecute their 
former Illegal Trade. They have withdrawn themfelves 
from any further Solicitation for the Charter for Working 
the Copper Mines, pretending that when their Old Charter is 
Reftored, the King has no Immunities to Grant; but if the 
Partners will go on, they muft Petition their Government 
for it; propofing, that the Company (for the Management 
thereof, which was intended, to refide here, and would have 
brought in a confiderable Profit, as well to His Majefty in 
His Revenue as to the whole Nation) fliould refide in Nezth 
England, and that all the Stock fliould be at their Difpofal 
which will wholly overthrow the Undertaking. For that 
fiich as having Eftates in England are concerned in their 
Undertaking will never agree, that their Stock ftiall be tranf- 
ported to Parts fo far remote, and under a Government fo 
Independant upon the Crown as New-England will then be. 
Whereas, (hould this Undertaking fucceed, and the Mines 
prove as good, as by the many Experiments the Under- 
takers have made of them, may be reafonably expeded, that 
Plantation would more enrich this Kingdome, than all His 
Majefties Dominions befides. 

If thefe People be not prevented of their old way of Trade, 
they being fo Large and Fruitful a Country muft neceflarily 
in a ftiort time deftroy the Trade of England, by improving 

thofe 
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thofe Manufadlures which the chief Trade of England de- 
pends on, and they do in fome meafure already efife6l it; 
And this cannot be done if they have the Government in 
their own hands, but may with eafe be performed by the 
King's Superintendancy, whofe Officers may have fuch In- 
ftru6tions, as (hall divert them from all prejudicial Trade, 
and incourage fuch as may redound, as well to theirs, as to 
the advantage of Old- England, and nothing can be thought 
of comparable to their Mines, which will occafion reciprocal 
returns, and ferve them as a Staple commodity of which 
they have now none. 

Should the Charters for Plantations be reftored, as they 
were in the Year 1660. then all thofe Grants made by any 
of the Kings Governours, fmce fuch Charters were feized 
would revert to the Old Government, and many Families 
ruined thereby, they having laid out their Subftances in fub- 
duing or clearing fuch Tradl of Grounds as the Governours 
granted them, and built upon them, paying only fuch a quit 
Rent yearly to the Crown.

of Mathew Cradock to be taken into Cuftody for Ufurping 
fuch Liberties. 

Whereby it is prefumed the King determined His own 
Grant of 4** Caroli. Not above five perfons named in the 
Patent of 4** Caroli ever inhabited in New England. 

An Order of Councill was dire6led to the then Attorney 
Generall to bring in the Charter to the Councill Board or 
to the Lords of the Councill of Plantations, and is verily 
fuppofed was accordingly brought in and Cancelled. 

The Wars immediately enfuing in Scotland and England 
there was no more done, only S' Ferdinand© Gorges was 
Conftituted by His Ma? Generall Governor over all New 
England. But the Rebellion ftopt his going over, he ferv- 
ing His Ma? in his Warrs in England.

Tream? Sr Edm^ Andros meets with at the Caftle, according 
to y* Relation I receiued from a Genl to whom he yefterday 
made it known, & did fee that Sf Edm"! was kept in A low 
Room 1 7 foot long 9 foot broad, in which fland : 2 bedd- 
fteds, 2 clofe ftooles, a table & other their neceffaryes : & 
this is the whole accomodation allowed him & Mr Graham 
to refide in day & night: there is no Chimney in it, nor can 
be, vnlefle when they haue a fire they burn their beds: when 
they eate they open the doore and fett their table part out 
of y* Room, & not aboue 2 can fitt at it : it Hands fo low, 
that the Raine (lands in the flower 5 or 6 inches & rifes fome 
tymes higher : 'tis built fo that the Caftle Walls make two 
fides of the Room & what Raine falls vpon them Soakes 
down fo that 'tis alwayes very Damp. They are lockd vp at 
6 at night & the Doores not opned till 8 next morning, & 
not 5 foot to walke in all that tyme. His feruant is not 
permitted to come to him to aflift him in cafe of any acci- 
dent; & now y* winter approaches the paflage betwixt Bof- 
ton & y* Caftle is very hazardous & vncertain : fo that

His villany 
is not to be forgott : the Gouf has preferued a Great (lock of 
Rabitts vpon y* Ifland on which the Caftle is ; this ffaire- 
weather kills & deftroyes them, treats his freinds with them, 
& has not prefented one to y* Gou', nor fuflFers his own 
Cook to dreffe his Diett for him : the Gou! had vpon the 
Ifland a Milch Cow, being a very great louer of Milke; this 
Cow has fifai re weather Carried to Boflon for y* vfe of his 
family, fo that the Gouf can by no meanes gett any milke, 
but infted thereof drinks water : this is another demonftra- 
tion of his extraordinary profefTion of Religion. I thanke 
God I haue gott me a little place in the Common Goal ; but 
am in danger to be ftunk vp by the Goal being filld vp with 
poor prifoners, efpecially wounded men who rott & perifli 
for want of one to dreffe their wounds : from the mercyes 
of fuch cruell men Good lord deliuer vs. Pray prefent the 
inclofed papers to fuch of your freinds as you think will 
read them : two or 3 to my wife if you pleafe ; pray lett her 
know that I am well, & that I am Sr

This people will have noe fupplyes 
from England, finding the profitt of tradeing againfl law in 
a Country where they are favoured by y* Govemm? Five 
veflells are Come in from Newfoundland with brande Oyle 
&c. : a Pink has imported from y* ftreights Alligant wine 
Portaport & oyr Comodityes of thofe Countryes : Maflers 
from Virginia & Maryland unload tobacco without produc- 
ing a certificate that they have given bond according to 
law: in a little time this place as formerly will become a 
fifree port, till the people are by a force convinced of y' 
errour & the whole Country brought to an intire depend- 
ance upon y* Crowne. His MStys Gracious letter of y* 30 
of July requiring that Sf Edmund Andros my felfe & oy" be 
fent upon the firft fliip to Engl, &c., was delivered to M! 
Broadftreet the 24*? of Novembr but as yet they have given 
us no notice of it, nor will they permitt us our liberty to 
goe out of goale to pvide neceflaryes for our voyage, neither 
have they determined what fhip to put us aboard.

I am well affured 
y* y* letters fent by Riggs ought to be putt in y* hands of y* 
members of y* Councill and y* Juftices of y* peace; but its 
fallen out very unhappy for thofe who muft live under y* 
fury of a conceited rabble. Our people are much concerned 
to know what to do with us; they know if they fend us 
home and have nothing to charge upon us, 'twill not found 
well on their fide. They meet in 2 or 3 dayes, they adjourn 
and do nothing as they ought The Governo' and wee 
have wrote to them twife. I have wrot 2 letters in my own 
bufinefs, & their wife worftiipps give us no anfwere ; they 
are at their old trade of wheedling at home, and delaying us 
here in hopes to gett their charter ; expe6ling y' all gent" 
even the Lords of y* Councill who have formerly been for 
vacating their Charter, fhall be putt out of their places. The 
Gov' is of opinion wee ihall be all fent fpeedily, but 2 or 3 
ihipps are now ready ; they have embarg'd them for their 
pleafure.

foe purfued that y* irregular Trade was flopped, but thereby 
made himfelf obnoxious to the Government which chiefly 
confifls of Traders who have openly denyed and oppofed his 
Commiflion and declared that neither the Adls of Trade nor 
any Law of England were in force with them till Ratifyd 
and Allowed of by their Reprefentatives in a Generall

the Firft, but was interrupted by the troubles foon after

A Short Acco! of the Irregular Trade carried on Since 
the late Revolution by the Inhabitants of New-England, but 
efpecially by thofe of the Maffachufetts Colony. 

Humbly prefented by Edward Randolph May it pleafe 
yo' Lopps. 

Vpon the Pelion of feverall Merchants in London com- 
plaining of the lofs they Sufteined in their Trade by the 
Boftoners trading contrary to Law His late Mai* King 
Charles the Second in the year 1676 fent me thither with 

Orders 
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Orders to infpedl their Trade and Report the fame at my 
Return. In the Year 1679 the Com? of the Cuftoms pur- 
fuant to the Adls of Trade being Informd thereof, aj> 
pointed me to be Colledlor of the Cuftoms in New Eng- 
land, with Inftrudlions to Seize and Profecute all Goods & 
Veffells trading contrary to Law, Upon my Arrivall there 
(and at other times) I performed my Duty with great dili- 
gence and zeal, tho' often with difficulty and hazard of my 
life, but was alwaies oppofed in open Court by the Magif 
trates, and my Seizures & profecution (tho' made upon very 
plain Evidence) were ended ineffedluall, for the Juries found 
for y* Defend! againft His Ma^l* all Agreeing that the Power 
of the Com? of the Cuftomes in matters of Trade, did not 
extend to their Colony. 

At laft in the year 1681 His Ma*!* confirmed me in that 
Office by a Commiffion under the Great Seal, which they 
did alfo invalidate by a Law made to that purpofe, Directing 
the Officer of the Cuftoms not to A(5l but by a Warrant 
from their Governor, and with the Affiftance of a civill 
Officer, and by that fhift, they kept up their illegall Trade 
untill the time that M' Dudley was Prefident, and S' Ed- 
mond Andros afterwards made Governor of that Colony, 
Then feverall Veffells from Scotland, Cadiz and Malaga & 
others from New-England, were Seized and Condemned in 
the Courts of Bofton for trading irregularly, of which fome 
were of confiderable Value. This highly exafperated the 
Traders and Mafters of Ships againft me, for they taking 
advantage of the late tumult in Bofton, I was feized upon 
and hurried to the common Goale by a Company of Ship 
Carpenters, Ship Chandlers and others whofe Lively hood 

depended 
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depended upon the Sea, being thereto Impowered by thofe 
in the prefent Governm! whence I hardly efcaped with my 
life, tho' foon after they fet at liberty eight perfons commit- 
ted for murder and Piracy. 

The chief ends of their Imprifoning me were to Reftore 
to themfelves a free Trade for their VeflTells to all parts of 
Europe, and alfo to deterr any perfon from accepting that 
Office of CoUeftor of the Cuftoms in that Colony without 
their confent & approbation firft had. And laftly, To make 
Bofton a Store and Magazine to fupply their Ma*?* Planta- 
tions with all forts of European Commodities, and thereby 
lopp ofiF a confiderable branch of the Revenue of the Cuf- 
toms and alfo Extinguifh all Trade from England to thofe 
Plantations, which formerly was found a great lofs to the 
Crown, for prevention whereof the A(5l of the 25*!* of Charles 
the Second for the better fecuring the Plantation Trade 
was chiefly made and intended. Since the 18*!* of Aprill 
1689 they have fent their Veflells to Holland to Scotland 
and to the Streights, (as by the annexed Lift of fome of 
them, together with a Copy of their Clearings from Glafcow 
doth appear). By the A6t for encreafing of Shipping and 
Navigation, It is EnacSled, that the Governor of every Eng- 
H(h Plantation ftiall before any Englifh Veffell be permitted 
to Load on board any of the Enumerated Plantations com- 
modities, take Bond that fuch (hips (hall carry the aforefaid 
Goods to England, and the faid Govf (hall twice in every 
Year return true Copies of all fuch Bonds by him taken, to 
the Chief OflScers of His Ma? Cuftoms in London. Now 
may it pleafe your Lopps if the Bofton Agents can make 
appear, that their Govr (ince their realTuming y* Govemm' 

(which 
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(which IS now about Thirteen months ago) has made any 
fuch Returns to the Com? of Their Ma? Cuftomes, then 
your Lopps may hope they will have fome regard to the 
Adls of Trade, however they fupport themfelves in an open 
violation of the Adls of Trade and will fo continue to do, 
untill Their Ma? (hall pleafe to fend over an Officer duly 
qualified for that Service to prevent the fame without any 
other dependance than upon the Lords of the TreSry and 
the Comiffion? of the Cuftomes according to the A6te of 
Parliament in that behalf. My Lords, I have had the 
honoT to ferve the Crowne above Twelve years in that haz- 
ardous Station and in that time made ten Voyages to and 
from New England, before I could bring the Traders to 
any fort of Conformity to thofe A6ts, what Difficulties I 
have Encountred and with what fidelity and care I have 
managed in that Office I humbly crave leave to Appeal to 
the Com? of the Cuftoms my Superiours, I have not other- 
wife medled with the Governm? than as my particular Station 
directed me to, Nor at any time Accufed of Negleft in my 
Office, neverthelefs becaufe I have A6led by a Comiffion 
from the Crown and been ftricSl in the profecuting Offenders 
upon the Breach of the A61 of Trade, that alone has been 
my Crime, and therefore it was refolved that I was not 
baylable, having broken a capitall Law of the Colony, and 
to be puniftied with death, as by the Refolves of the Houfe 
of Reprefentatives (whereof Mr Oakes One of their Agents 
was Speaker) doth litterally appear. Viz? Voted the 28*?* of 
June 1689 That Mf Edward Randolph is not Baylable, he 
having broke a Capitall Law of this Colony in Endeavour- 
ing & accomplifhing the Subverfion of Our Governm' and 

having 
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having been an evill Councillor, Attefts Ebenazar Prout 
Clerk. May it pleafe your Lopps, I humbly crave leave to 
add, that Since I have undergone fuch hardfhips and diffi- 
culties in Setling the Afifair of the Cuftomes in New Eng- 
land befides ten months Imprifonment, and in that whole 
tenn Years time managed to the good liking of the Lords 
of the Treafury and the Com? of the Cuftomes my Super- 
iour, That no Perfon may reap the Benefit of my labour, but 
that Your Lops will pleafe to Order that I may be Reftored 
to the Office of Collect of the Cuftomes in New-England, in 
which I am ready to ferve Their Ma? with all fidelity & 
Vigour fo foon as it Ihall pleafe Their Ma? to Impower me 
to Execute the fame. To the end thofe people may [be] 
reduced to that Conformity in Trade as Their Ma? Subjedls 
in England and the Plantations, which highly tend to the 
increafe of the Trade of this Nation and prefervation of 
Their Ma?

An Anfwer to M' Edward Randolph's Acco* of the irregular 
Trade carried on (ince the late Revolution by the In- 
habitants of New England &c. humbly prefented by the 

Agents of the Maflachufetts Colony. 

May 
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May it pleafe yor L5ps. 

The Government of the Maffachufetts have from time to 
time declared that they would ftridlly obferve the Adls of 
Trade and Navigation, And that none might pretend Ignor- 
ance publilhed the faid A6ls & declar'd that they would 
aflift His Ma*! Officers and encourage Informers in the 
profecution of the Breaches thereof, and have Adted accord- 
ingly. The Governor is Annually fworne by a particular 
Oath to the faithfull difcharge of his Truft therein. The 
Government and Inhabitants in generall have no advantage 
by irregular Trade but the Oflfenders only, whom they have 
been and will alwaies be ready and forward to find out and 
punifti as the A(5b dire<5l. As to M! Randolphs pretence 
that his Commiffion was invalidated by a Law made for that 
purpofe &c. The Law itfelf proves the contrary, which is 
in thefe words. And for the Encouragem? of His Ma? 
Officer or Officers and all Informers, It is hereby declared, 
that the f? Officer or Officers and Informers, (hall from time 
to time be aided and affided by all Marfhalls, Conflables 
and other Officers by Warri from the Governor, Dep? Gov- 
ernor or any Magiftrate, in the profecution of the Breaches 
of the faid Adls of Trade & Navigacon It is very probable 
M' Randolph was difpleafed at this Law, becaufe it was his 
defire and Intereft that no Informer (hould be allowed be- 
fides himfelf But the Governm? being defireous that thofe 
A<5ls might be duly and impartially obferved, did thereby 
encourage others to Inform, judging that to be agreeable to 
the dire<5lion of the faid Adls and the fureft way to prevent 
the Eluding of the (? A6ls by Bribery and Corruption. It 
is true Mr Randolph feized and profecuted feverall VefTells 

and 
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and Goods for irregular Trading. But upon the Tryall (as 
we underftood) his proofs were fo very defedlive, that the 
Juries would not find for His Ma^ and it was generally 
underftood in the Colony, that he did it purpofely to bring 
an Odium upon the Governm! the better to EfiFe<5l the 
defign in w*? he was engaged of deftroying their Charter 
and all their Rights and Priviledges, and divers credible 
Perfons in New England, have affirmed, they know Ml 
Randolph notorioufly guilty of Bribery and corruption. 
And that upon that Accompt he let feverall Offenders go 
unpunilhed which We do not doubt but they will be ready 
to prove, if competent time for fuch purpofe be allowed by 
Your Lopps. 

And whereas he faith the chief end of his Imprifonment 
upon the late Revolution, was to reftore a free Trade to 
themfelves &c. We humbly 0£fer that M' Randolph was 
the Perfon Imployed in the two laft Reigns to profecute 
Quo Warrantors and deftroy the Charters in New-England 
and in fetting up an arbitrary Government there, which he 
effe<5led againft the Maffachufetts Colony, and that the 
many falfe Informations & mifreprefentations of that Gov- 
ernm! exhibited by him were great occafions of thofe violent 
profecutions againft the Charters, The faid Mr Randolph 
alfo procured to himfelf the Office of Secretary and to be 
one of the Councill, which Councill took upon them to 
make Laws and levy mony without an Aflembly or any 
Confent of Their Ma? Subje6ls in New-England, begging 
their Lands of Sr Edmond Andros in feverall places and 
Endeavouring to force the Inhabitants to become Tenants 
to the late King James under fuch Quitt Rents as Sr Ed- 
mond 
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mond Andros fhould pleafe to lay on them after compelling 
them to take new Grants of their Lands, pretending all to 
be the King's, and making them pay unreafonable Summes 
of mony for their p'tended Patents. Thefe were the true 
reafons why he amongft others of that Government (of 
whom he was one of the moil malicious and a6live) was im. 
prifoned and not his being concernd about profecuting the 
Breaches of the A6ts of Trade as he pretends, the other 
Officers for that AfiFair being continued in their places and 
charged diligently to attend their Duty by the prefent Gov- 
ernm! there. 

The Merchants in New England are far from diminifhing 
the Revenue of the Crown, for they fetch in their Tobacco 
from Virginia, and there pay to Their Ma? one penny 
p pound for all they take on board which is the full value of 
the Loading there, and at Barbados and the other Iflands, 
They pay to Their Ma? the Duty upon Sugars &c. before 
they can bring them from thence, and thofe Goods they 
cannot (hip o£F but for England, Wales or Berwick, and 
here they pay again to Their Ma? the full Duty as if noth- 
ing had been paid before, So that their circular Trade brings 
in for Revenue to the Crowne, double to any other of Their 
Ma? Plantations, And if they carry their Tobacco &c. to 
Holland, they pay three times as much as other Their Ma? 
Subjedls do. 

In the Andros TroHs, Prince Society, Vol. IL p. 130, the 
anfwer continues as follows : — 

M' Randolph is pleafed in his paper to take what liberty 
he thinks fit in commending himfelfe and refle<5Ung upon 

the 
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the prefent government of the Maffachufetts Colony. But 
we hope no part of his Charge (hall be taken to be true fur- 
ther than he can make it out by proofs. Becaufe tho* he 
begin his paper with that Specious pretence of zeale for 
their Majeftys Intereft it all ends in his owne And in adeiire 
to be put into an Imployment. 

As to M' Randolph's acco* of the feverall fhips and vef- 
fells trading Irregularly in the ports of Bofton, Salem New: 
London &c. in New England fince the i8 of April 1689 
It cannot be expected that we at this diftance from New 
England can be provided Suddainly to give an acco! of the 
partiqular Loadings of all thefe Veffells or indeed that fuch 
were there. Here being but very few perfons of New Eng- 
land now in towne by whom we might Informe our felves: 
But from w* we have it is humbly offered. 

That the Ketch whereof Jofeph Thaxter was mailer hav- 
ing loaden in Virginia or Mary-Land arrived at Bofton foon 
after the Revolution declaring that they were bound for 
England and put in there only to fumifh them felves with 
neceffaries for their Voyage & accordingly Sailed from 
thence-with the Same Loading: fo that it is evident that 
Virginia or Mary Land was the place where he ought to 
give bond and not Bofton as M' Randolph would Infinuate.

The Barke Elizabeth: Caleb Lamb Mafter came from 
Tarcera to Newhaven in Conne<5licott Colony and from 
thence to Bofton: teft.

Andrew Dolberry brought a Cleering from fome Port in 
England which he (hewed to the Governor : as the Governor 
declared to the Councill. 

The Ketch Unity: we know nothing of, but if (hee came 
from Penfilvania the goverment there were concerned to 
take Bond and not that of Bofton. 

The two (hips faid to come from Jerfey Cleared at Dart- 
mouth and went with the New England Fleet under Convoy 
from Plymouth : teft, Capt. Bant and M' George Nicholfon.

New-England's Faction Discovered; or A Brief and 
True Account of their Persecution of the Church 
OF England ; the Beginning and Progress of the War 
with the Indians ; and other Late Proceedings there, 
in a Letter from a Gentleman of that Country to a 
Person of Quality. Being an Answer to a most 
false and Scandalous Pamphlet lately Published; 
Intituled, News from New England, &c. 

Andros Trails^ Prince Society, Vol. II. p. 205, 1690. 

Honourable Sir, 

Tho I have but very lately advifed you of my Arrival, and 

given 
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given you fome (hort and general Account of the State and 
Circumftance of Affairs in New-England, at the time I left 
the place ; which I thought might have been fufficient, until 
I (hould have the Honour to wait on you perfonally; but 
having had the view of a certain Pamphlet lately Publifhed 
and Intituled News from New England &c pretending to 
give an Account of the Prefent State of that Country, and 
finding the fame fo very fidlitious, falfe and fcandalous, pub- 
lifhed out of a mofl wicked defign to vilifie and traduce 
fome Worthy Gentlemen, who have been better Friends to 
our Country, than ever the obfcure Author thereof was, 
or knows how to be, and to amufe and perplex others: I 
could not forbear out of my Zeal for truth, and the love and 
value I have for the Peace and Welfare of my Country, to 
give you the trouble of this Letter, to difcover the falfenefs 
of the pretended News, and the bafenefs and ignorance of 
the Author; who without great difficulty may eaftly be 
gueffed at, and known by his fruits. 

And therefore it may not be amifs to acquaint you, that 
about two years fince, one Mr. /. M. pretended Teacher of 
the Gofpel in Bojion, privately left that place and came for 
London, where of his own authority, he fet up to be an 
Agent for the Country, and ufed all the art and fubtilty he 
could, during the Reign of King James, to indear the fame 
into the aflfeftion of F. Peters, Mr. Brent and Nevil Pain^ 
undertaking as well for himfelf as us to fubfcribe to the 
taking off the Penal Laws and Tefts, to fupport the Difpenf* 
ing Power, and to fatisfie his own malice and prejudice 
(without any ground or reafon) conceived againft the then 
Government of New-England. 

This 
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This Man, as it was the opinion of moft fbber and confid- 
erate Men when I left Nem-England^ fo I may very julUy 
term the Author and Promoter of all our miieries, founded 
upon apparent and wittingly devifed Lyes and Calumnies, 
carried on under pretence of Zeal and Piety, infinuated into, 
and impofed upon many erf the common People, hurrying 
them into mifchiefs and inconveniences now fufficiently 
feen, felt, and repented of; Him therefore, I will conclude 
the author of the before-mentioned Pamphlet ; the falfities 
whereof I (hall now plainly and briefly dete<5l, to prevent 
your felf and others being impofed upon by him, as many of 
my Countrymen and others have too lately been. 

And in the firft place I cannot omit to take notice of his 
pofitive confidence to charge a CommifEon granted in due 
form under the Great Seal of England^ for the Government 
of one of Their Majefties Plantations, Illegal and Arbitrary ; 
and that Government a Tyranny, which was by virtue 
thereof exercifed with a thoufand times more juftice and 
lenity, than when under the pretended Charter, Adminiflra- 
tion or Commonwealth Difcipline, without any Authority 
for the lame whatfoever ; if the Author had been but as well 
acquainted with the Law, as he was with the Declaration he 
refers to (and no doubt was the firft contriver of) he would 
have been of another judgment, or at leaft have concealed it 
until the Opinion of his Superiors had been given therein. 

2. That the War with the Indians was begun, as the 
Author there relates, or that it was ever affirmed by the 
Indians, that they were encouraged thereto by Sir E. A. is 
wholly falfe ; for in the Summer 1688, when Sir E. A. went 
to receive and fettle the Province of New-Yorky then an- 

nexed 
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nexed under his Government, it fo happened, that a Party 
of about Nine French Indians fell upon an Indian Planta- 
tion at a place called Spe£lacle pond near Springfield on 
ConneHicott River, and kill'd and carried] away about Nine 
Indians, and after coming to a fmall Village on that River 
called Northfield, they killed fix Chriftians, and being pur- 
fued, fled ; the noife of thefe Murthers foon fpread through- 
out the Country, and notice was given thereof to all the 
Frontier or Out-parts, advifing them to be vigilant and 
careful to prevent Surprize by any ftrange or fufpe6led /«- 
dians; and foon after this news came to Saco^ (a Town and 
River in the Province of Maine above three hundred miles 
diftant from the places before-named, called by that name) 
Five Indian Men and Sixteen Women and Children who had 
always lived and planted on that River were feized on, and 
fent by Water to Bojlon, fome of whom were fo old and feeble 
that they were forced to be carried when alhore, on others 
backs. On their arrival at Bofton, the Lieutenant Governor 
and thofe of the Council there, examined into the caufe of 
feizing thofe Indians and fending them thither ; but finding 
that no Caufe was fent with them, nor any ground or reafon 
to hold them in Cuftody, they returned them to the place 
from whence they came, to be fet at liberty ; but before they 
arrived there, the Englifti near thofe parts were got to their 
Arms and Garrifons : Other Indians of Ambrofcoggen and 
Kenebeque River, hearing that thofe of Saco were feized and 
fent away, forthwith furprifed as many of the Engliflt in 
Cafcobay and Kenebeque River, fajnng, they intended no 
harm, but would keep them until the /»^i»«j were returned: 
Upon the Arrival of the returned Indians^ they were fent 

unto, 
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unto, and a day and place agreed upon when both the Eng- 
lijh and Indians were to be fet at liberty, and all to be com- 
pofed ; but the Indians not coming at the time appointed* 
the Englijh waited not for them, but were not long gone ere 
they came, and by an Englijh Man and two Indians^ fent a 
Letter to the next Garifon, importing their readinefs to 
deliver up the Englijh^ and to make fatisfadlion for any hurt 
or fpoil done by them ; who from that Garifon were Fired 
upon and ill treated, and not feeing how what they expe6led 
could be anfwered, fome of them difcover d other Englijh 
men on a Neck of Land near the place appointed to 
meet at, and endeavouring to feize fome of them, were en- 
gaged in a Skirmifh where five of the Englijh were killed 
and feveral of the Indians wounded, who prefently after in a 
rage killed two of the Englijlt captives. 

In this manner, and no other was the War begun; where- 
upon two Troops of Soldiers were raifed,and fent to theaffifl- 
ance of thofe parts againft the Indians^ with Provifion and 
Ammunition neceflary by thofe of the Council at Bojlon^ and 
the Indians firft mentioned to be taken, were again fent back 
and Imprifoned; and all in the abfence of Sir E. A. Upon 
his arrival at Bojlon and being informed of the above, and 
that f uch Indians were in Prifon, a Committee of the Council 
was appointed to examine and fee what Grounds or Caufe 
there was for their Commitment or Detainer; and the Com- 
mittee reporting they could find none, thofe Indians were by 
order of Council fet at liberty, to be fent to the place from 
whence they were brought if they defired it ; As for the mif- 
chicf faid to be fuftaincd by the Inhabitants there, it cannot 
be imputed to thofe Indians^ for it was cither done while 

they 
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they were in cuftody, or fince the Rebellion and Subverfion 
over the Government, from whence begins the date of our 
Miferies; and I have juft reafon to believe, the Author was 
too far concerned therein, as is evident by his direfting of 
his Letters to Simon Broadjlreet^ Efq :, Governor of the 
Maffathufets &c, before it was poffible for him to know 
that he was fo, or could have any ground to believe he 
would be, unlefs he had contrived or direfted it. 

3. There was no endeavours ufed to keep the People 
ignorant of affairs in England, nor were any Imprifoned for 
difperfing the Prince's Declaration ; which was never pub- 
lickly feen or known to be in New-England, till fome time 
after the Infurredlion. Tho I have heard, that one Winjlow 
arriving at Bojlon from Nevis, about the beginning of April 
1688, and pretending to (hew to feveral perfons a Written 
Copy of the faid Declaration, was fent for before a Juftice, 
and being examined about the faid writing, denyed he had 
any fuch thing; and behaving himfelf contemptuoufly, he 
U'as committed to Prifon ; and the next Morning producing 
the fame paper to the Juftice, he was difcharged without 
any further trouble or proceeding ; and this was all that was 
adled in New-England, relating to the Prince of Oranges 
Declaration ; fo that there was no grounds or reafons to ftir 
up the People to Sedition, but only the ambitious defires 
and wicked inclinations of their former Popular Magiftrates 
and Members, to fet up their old Arbitrary Commonwealth 
Government, that freeing themfelves from the Authority of 
England, they might without fear of puniftiment, break all 
the Laws made for the encouragement and increafe of the 
Navigation of England, and regulating and fecuring the

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Plantation Trade, as is fufficiently evident by the feveral 
Veffels fince arrived from Holland^ Scotland^ Newfoundland^ 
and other places prohibited by the Adb of Trade and 
Navigation. 

And that fuch was their defign, to rend themfelves from 
the Crown of England, will appear by the free and open 
conf eflion of fome well knowing in that Confpiracy ; who 
have fince declared (before Witneffes of undenyable truth 
now here in England) that the defign of feizing upon Sir 
E. A. and fiibverting Kingly Government in Nezv-England 
had long been contrived and refolved on, and was to have 
been done the beginning of January 1688; and that thofe 
concerned in the late Revolution were then to have a(5led 
the like parts, at which time there was no account of the 
Prince of Oranges intention of coming into England known 
in that Land. 

4. It cannot be faid that ever any unlawful Levies of 
Money were made upon the Subject under the Government 
of Sir E. A., for all that was raifed in his time was by virtue 
of a Law made and pra6tifed for about Fifty Years before, 
which was continued and confirmed by exprefs command 
under the Great Seal of England, for fiipport of the Gov- 
ernment, and was but a Rate of one Penny in the Pound, 
to be annually colle6led by Warrant from the Treafurer; 
which thofe who lately affumed the Government have fo far 
exceeded, that for about Six Months management, they have 
caufed feven Rates and an half to be levied; and I have 
fince advice that they have ordered Ten Rates more to be 
exa6led. 

5. By the Adings and Proceedings of thefe New-England 
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Reformers, it is eafily to be feen, what regard they had to 
Religion, Liberty and Property ; having now had an oppor- 
tunity to make themfelves Perfecutors of the Church of 
England, as they had before been of all others that did not 
comply with their Independency, whom they punifhed with 
Fines, Imprifonment, Stripes, Banifhment and Death ; and 
all for matters of meer Confcience and Religion only : The 
Church of England^ altho commanded to be particularly 
countenanced and encouraged, was wholly deflitute of a 
place to perform Divine Service in, until Sir-fi*. A. by advice 
of the Council, borrowed the new Meeting-houfe in Bojlon 
for them, at fuch times when others made no ufe of it, and 
afterwards promoted and encouraged the building of a New 
Church for that Congregation, to avoid all manner of Offence 
to their diffenting Neighbors, which was foon compleated and 
finifhed at the particular charge of thofe of the Church of 
England: whofe number daily increafing, they became the 
enemy as well as hatred of their Adverfaries, who by all 
ways and means possible, as well in their Pulpits as private 
Difcourfe, endeavour'd to afperfe, calumniate, and defame 
them ; and fo far did their malice and bigotry prevail, that 
fome of them openly and publickly hindered and obftrudled 
the Minifter in the performance of the funeral Rites, to 
fuch as had lived and dyed in the Communion of the 
Church of England: And a mod fcandalous Pamphlet was 
foon after Printed and Publifhed by Cotton Mather^ Son of 
the before mentioned /. M. intituled " the unlawfulnefs of 
the Common-prayer Worfhip " wherein he affirms and labours 
to prove the fame to be both Popery and Idolatry; and 
feveral fcandalous Libels both againft the Church and Gov- 
ernment, 
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ernment, were fpread and fcattered up and down the Coun- 
try, infinuating into the Common People, that the Governor 
and all of the Church of England were Papifts and Idola- 
ters, and to ftir them up to Faction and Rebellion, for which 
the faid Cotton Mather and others were bound over to an- 
fwer according to Law, but was fuperfeded by their Infur- 
re(5lion. And the Juftices having iffued their Warrant for 
the obfervation of the jpth of January purfuant to Statute, 
the fame was called in and fuppreffed by Captain Watte 
Winthrop, one of the Council, who in the Commotion ap- 
peared the chief Man and Head of the Fadlion againfl the 
Government, which he twice fwore to maintain and fupport, 
and tho at the time of the Revolution mod of the Principal 
Officers in the Government were of the Independent and 
Prefbyterian Party, yet their malice and fury was not (hewn 
to any of them, but only ufed and exercifed againft thofe of 
the Church of England, whom (as well the Governor as other 
officers of the Government, and principal Members of that 
Church) they feized and mod barbaroufly Imprifoned. 

The Church itfelf had great difficulty to withftand their 
fury, receiving the marks of their indignation and fcorn, by 
having the Windows broke to pieces, and the Doors and 
Walls daubed and defiled with dung and other filth, in the 
rudeft and bafeft manner imaginable, and the Minifter for 
his fafety was forced to leave the Country and his Congre- 
gation and go for England ; the Perfons Imprifoned were 
kept and detained without any Warrant, Mittimus or caufe 
fhewn, and feveral of them had their Offices and Houfcs 
broke open, their Goods and Eftates taken away, fpoiled and 
cmbczcllcd: and when application was made to the new 

affumed 
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aflumed Authority, for the benefit of the Habeas Corpus 
A(5l, and other Laws made for the Liberty of the Subjecfl 
and fecurity of their Property, the fame was denyed with this 
reafon given amongft others afterwards there publifhed in 
Print ; that till the unhappy time of Sir Edmund's Govern- 
ment, the Laws of England were never ufed, nor any Habeas 
Corpus granted in New- England, and therefore not to be 
expe6led then ; and about Ten Weeks after their Confine- 
ment, feveral of the Chief Officers were by the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives voted not bailable, for no other caufe or 
pretended Crimes than for being imployed by the Crown, 
having therein fo faithfully and truly behaved themfelves 
that none could juftly lay any Crime to their Charge. 

By this means many fuffered Ten Months Imprifonment 
and others lefs, being turn'd in and out of Goal as the Arbi- 
trary pleafure of their New Rulers fhould be verbally known. 
In their new Ere6ted Courts they have publickly declared 
they have nothing to do with the Laws of England^ and fev- 
eral of Their Majefties Subjedls have not only been Fined 
and Imprifoned by the Arbitrary Will of the Magiftrates 
without any lawful Tryal by a Jury of their Peers as the 
Laws of the Land diredl, but for pretended Crimes, fen- 
tenced to Death, without any lawful Authority or Legal 
Form of proceedings, and fome of them Executed. 

6. It is very true, that fince the Imprifonment of the 
Governor and alteration of the Government in New-Eng- 
land, the whole County of Cornwall^ great part of the 
Province of Maine^ and part of the province of New-hamp- 
/litre, are over-run and deftroyed by the Indians ; but the 
occafion thereof has been by that Infurredlion, and the 

withdrawing 
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withdrawing of the Forces left in thofe Parts by Sir E. A. 
and deferting the Garifons there, which was alfo the lofs 
of the Fort at Pemaquid zxid above three Hundred of His 
Majefty's Subje6ls there ; and, notwithftanding the Malice 
of the Author, cannot be the lead imputation on Sir E. A.^ 
who during the time of his Government kept the whole 
Dominion from injury, fave what was done at firft by fur- 
prizal ; as by every honeft man will be confefTed ; for what 
was done in releafing the Indians before mentioned was not 
an Aft of Favour but Juftice, nor done by him alone but 
with advice of the Council, and I can fee no reafon why 
either Indians or Englijh (hould be Imprifoned or Re- 
ftrained of their Liberty without fufficient caufe, or why if 
one Indian commits an Offence, all must be blamed or pun- 
iflied for it, tho they are things fo often ufed and pradlifed 
by our old Charters in New-England. 

Neither were the numbers or quality of thofe Indians 
capable of doing fuch mifchief, tho the follies and madnefs 
of the People fmce the Revolution have encouraged and 
provoked many to be their Enemies, and increafed their 
numbers, and no doubt given the French fair advantages to 
come into their afliftance. 

The Fort at Pemaquid was burnt by the Indians^ and the 
Guns fometime after fetched from thence, by fome of the 
P'orces font from Bojlon and brought thither by them, fo 
that what is mentioned about the Dutch Privateer is wholly 
falfe. 

7. As to the pretended bloody Fight faid to be between 
the Englijli and hidians, it was only after this manner: A 
Party of about three hundred EngliJIi and Friend Indians^ 

under 
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under the Command of Captain Benjamin Churchy being 
over-night landed at a Town called Falmouth in Ca/cobay, in 
the Province of Maine, the next Morning early, a Party of 
Indians of about two hundred came to attack that place, 
who meeting with Anthony Brackett and his two Sons 
going to his Farm a little diftant from the Town, they Fired 
and Killed them, and by that alarmed the place ; and there- 
upon a Party was fent to difcover, who advifed what they 
were, and that they were very near the Town ; the whole num- 
ber of Men being all called together had Ammunition deliv- 
ered to them, but by reafon of the unfizablenefs of their Guns 
and Shot, they were forced to beat their Bullets into Slugs, 
which made it late before they could March to the Enemy, 
who in the meantime had the opportunity to poft them- 
felves advantageoufly behind Fences, Hedges, Old-Trees, 
&c. and in that manner they engaged ; and after about two 
hours difpute the Indiafts retreated into a (mall fwamp, and 
our Forces left them with the lofs of Eleven men and Seven 
wounded, of which Five after dyed ; but it was not known 
that one Indian was killed : and this is all we can brag of in 
that Service, which was only fortunate in that the Forces 
were there when the Indians came to attack the Place, 
which elfe probably they would have carried; tho it's be- 
lieved had our Forces been ready to have attacked and pur- 
fued the Enemy, fome greater advantage might have been 
gained ; but by late Advice I am informed that Place is alfo 
deferted. 

There is little dependence on thofe we call our Friend 
Indians, for they are as great Strangers in the Eailem 
Country as the Engliflt^ and will not travel or venture far- 
ther 
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ther than they, tho being ufed to the Wocxls, may be quicker 
fighted to difcover the Enemy, You may perceive the fiery 
Zeal of the Author and his Correfpondent, who will not 
admit of a Charitable Expreffion or Charadler of his fuffer- 
ing Neighbours, but after they have been the caufe of all 
their Miferies and Ruine, mufl expedl no other comfort from 
them than to be accounted and termed Heathenifh Englijh 
Plantation ; for which I cannot conceive any reafon, unlefs 
that many in thofe parts have been differently educated from 
thofe of Bojlon, and are of the Church of England, whofe 
Forefathers for that Caufe only were forced to remove fo far 
to efcape the lafh of their Perfecutors in the Majfathu/ets 
Colony. 

8. We have no reafon to brag of our Armies Purfuit after 
the Enemy, for it was never known that any Party laft 
Summer went twenty Miles from our Settlements (or Place 
where they had done us mifchief) after them, neither accord- 
ing to the methods taken would it avail if they had ; for tho 
they knew the Indians are in Arms, and taking all the Op- 
portunities to attack and deflroy them, yet no fuitable Pro- 
vifion was made for our out- Towns and Frontiers for their 
Security and Defence ; but after Advice given to Bojlon of 
a Town or Settlement being burn'd and deftroyed, in about 
a Fortnights time an Army or Party of about two or three 
hundred Men would be fent to the Place to fee if it were true 
or not, and whether the hidians did not (lay for their coming ; 
which Army of ours ufually abide thereabouts till they have 
eaten and confumed what flock of Cattle or Sheep the In- 
dians had left, and then return home again. 

That any Captives, efcapcd from the Indians^ affirm that 

the 
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the Indians fay they are encouraged by fome Gentlemen in 
Bqfton vigoroufly to profecute the War, is mere Invention 
and a mod falfe and groundlefs Imputation, unlefs by fuch 
Gentlemen in Boflon are meant FoJUr and Waterhou/e, two 
of their own Party, who being of the Confpiracy to fubvert 
the Government, fometime in March, about a month before 
the fame was put in Execution, loaded a Brigantine with Pro- 
vifion and Ammunition at Bojlon, and entered her for Ber- 
mudoes, but fent her to the Eaflward amongft the French 
and Indians, then in a(5lual War with us, and furniihed and 
fuppHed them therewith, when the Governor and the Forces 
were out againfl them and had reduced them to the greateft 
want and neceffity both for Provifion and Ammunition ; 
and foon after the Revolution that Veflel returned from 
thofe Parts with her Loading of Bever and Peltry, which 
was publickly known and talked, but no notice taken 
thereof, the grievous efifedls of which the Country well 
knows, and are very fenfible thereof. 

The two Captives that laft efcaped and came to Bojlon, 
related, that by the Service done by Sir E. A., the laft Win- 
ter was Twelve-months, againft the Indians, they were 
reduced to that neceffity both for Ammunition and Pro- 
vifion, that in the Spring following they refolved to come in 
and furrender themfelves at Mercy, which they no doubt 
had done accordingly, if the Revolution at Bojlon had not 
happened, the Forces being drawn off from the Eaftem 
Parts, Garrifons deferted, and they fupplied with Ammuni- 
tion and Provifion from Bojlon, which was the only encour- 
agement they had to renew and continue the War upon us, 

and has much increafed the Numbers of our Enemies. 

VOL.V.— T'is 
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T'is true the Mohawks (tho a fmall) are a warlike Nation, 
and have been long Enemies to the French in Canada^ and 
now in War with them ; but that no ways afifedls us in New- 
England any otherwife than as it is fome Diverfion to the 
French; for thofe Indians that war againft us are in a 
direcfl oppofite part of the Country, remote from them, and 
can be fupplied from Canada^ Port-Royal^ and Nova Scotia^ 
altho thofe Mohawks endeavour to obftruft it ; and I could 
never hear any Offer made by them to that purpofe, or that 
they would engage againft our Enemies, for we never had 
any Acquaintance or Correfpondency with them, to in- 
fluence them to our Afliftance, they being very remote from 
Bojlon^ and always under the Government of Nezv-Vork. 
but I have been informed by Letters from Perfons of good 
credit at Albany, that when the Agents fent from Bojlon to 
treat with the Mohawks and renew their Peace and Friend- 
fliip with them and defire their AflSftance, propofed the 
fame, the Mohawks replied, That it was unneceflary for them 
to come fo far to renew their Peace, fmce it was to the Inr 
dians Knowledge there had been no War between them, 
and that they had not only by Words but by A(5Kon mani- 
fefted their good Heart to the Englijlt, particularly to New- 
England, fince they had by means of the Government of 
NcTV-York engaged themfelves in the laft Indian Wzr for 
their Intereft, againft the Indians their Enemies, by which 
much Chriftian blood was faved, altho but little notice of 
their Service has been taken by thofe who had the benefit 
thereof : that they were then in War againft the French^ and 
would not increafe the number of their Enemies, until they 
certainly knew that thofe Eaftern hidians aflifted the French 

againft 
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againft them. This is the fum and truth of that Negotia- 
tion which coft us above four hundred Pounds Expence ; 
and what Advantage or Credit we are likely to get thereby, 
all Men may judge. 

We of New-England (I find) are too apt to boaft of what 
we neither underftand nor have any affurance of, and build 
too much on miftaken Notions and falfe Grounds, as in this 
Caic of the Indians. 

9. The Story about the Mohawks^ Jefuits, and Eclipfe of 
the Sun, has not been heard of or adled in any part of New- 
England, but, as I am informed, is an old Story taken out of 
fome Hiftory of the Spanilh Indies, and only inferted by the 
Author to enlarge his flrange News, and fill up his Paper. 

But it mud be admitted that with thofe Mohawks and 
other Indians feveral French Priefts and Jefiiits have dwelt 
and inhabited, and endeavoured to propagate their Religion 
amongft them, which is more than any of our Englijh 
Priefts or Teachers have done ; for altho by the Piety of our 
Forefathers confiderable Sums of Money have been given, 
and a Corporation eredled for the Evangelizing of the /«- 
dians in New-England, a very finall progrefs hath been 
hitherto made therein ; and now fcarce any Endeavours or 
proper Means ufed at all for their Converfion, the large 
Sums of Money are annually fent over and difpofed of 
amongft the Brotherhood on that pretence, which the Gov- 
ernment or thofe chiefly concerned therein, would do well to 
enquire after, now there are fo many of that Country here, 
capable to give an Account thereof, that fo good and pious 
an Undertaking may be neither negledled nor perverted. 

I a It is too true, that great Devaftations have been made 

in

in New-England by the Indians fince the Revolution there, 
which thofe that fubverted their Majefties Government haue 
been and are the fole occafion of ; and that the Fort of 
Pemaquid, a confiderable Frontier next the French^ hath 
been taken, the whole County of ComwaL, greateft part of 
the Province of Maine, and a part of the Province of Hamp- 
fitirey are deftroyed and deferted, befides other Mifchiefs in 
the Majfathufets Colony within thirty miles of Bofton ; the 
lofs and damage of all which when I left New-England^ was 
not computed at lefs than one hundred thoufand Pounds, 
befides the lofs of above three hundred of their Majefties 
Subjedls, and the whole Fifti, Maft and Lumber Trade, and 
all Out-parts forced to Garrifons. 

But that fo confiderable a Force (as is pretended) was fent 
out againft the faid Indians is a Mifinformation; for there 
was not one Man fent from Connefticott laft Summer, nor 
had they refolved to be concerned in the War, tho much 
perfuaded thereto by thofe of the Majfathufets : and when I 
left thofe Parts and for feme Months before, there was not a 
Soldier out ; and they have reafon enough to apprehend an 
Attack from the French as well as the Indians^ in the Spring, 
fo foon as the Rivers are open and the Snow of the Ground ; 
which by their present ill Management, want of Authority, 
and the many Divifions amongft them) they will not be in 
a pofture to refift, nor to defend and fecure themfelves and 
Country. 

II. I did hear before I left New-England, that about 
fixty Men were ordered to march for Albany from the 
feveral Towns on Conne6licott River ; but whether they were 
to afiift thofe of Albany againft the French, or to reduce 

them 
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them under the Subjeftion of that Rebel Lejlier (who by 
the evil Inftigation of thofe of Bojlon and Connenicott had 
ufurped the Government of New-York, which thofe of Al- 
bany always refufed to fubmit to, but continued as they 
were) was a great Queftion, and can only be known by their 
Fruits and Service. 

The bafe imputation, which the unworthy Author of the 
fcurrilous Paper would caft on Sir E. A. and other Perfons 
concerned in Their Majefbes Government, I think are not 
worth my taking any particular notice of, fmce both his and 
their Aftions do plainly (hew them of whom he fo fpeaks to 
be Faithful and Loyal Subjedls: And from the whole fcope 
of proceedings in New-England it is mod plain that the late 
Subverters of the Government had no manner of regard to 
their Majefties Intereft or Service, but when they had as far 
as poflible ruined and deftroyed the fame, thought them- 
felves obliged to endeavour their own Security and Preferva- 
tion, which of His Majefty doth not fpeedily help by fettling 
of the Government and giving them further afTiftance from 
hence, they are not in a condition to maintain, but will 
endanger the lofs of the whole Country. As is evident by 
the further late advice we have of the French and Indians 
Incurfions upon thofe parts, the lofs of Schtneflade a confid- 
erable frontier Town near Albany, and of feveral fettlements 
on Pifcataqua River, with about two hundred more of Their 
Majefties Subjedls killed and carried away Captives, and the 
feveral other Parties of French and Indians we hear are out, 
defigned to fall on other parts of that Country, and feared 
in Albany it felt. 

This, Sir, is the true tho miferable Condition of that 
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Country, as can particularly be made [to] appear whenever 
it fhall be inquired into, and muft pray your Afliftance to 
endeavour a Redrefs of its prefent inconveniences, and that 
we may obtain their Majefty's favour for a happy fettlement, 
that fo confiderable a Dominion on the profperity of which 
depends the Welfare of their Majefty's other W^-India 
Plantations, may not be ruined and deftroyed for Want of 
their Gracious Protedlion. Begging your Pardon for thi& 
tedious difcourfe, I prefume to fubfcribe my fdf

May it pleafe your Ldps, 

Having already rendered your Ldps an account of occur- 
rencies, and my tranfacSlions fmce my arrivall here, I fliould 
now forbear to give your Ldps any further trouble at this 
time, did not the apprehenfion of fome malitious mifreprefen- 
tation of me by M' Randall their Majefties Surveyor in thefe 
parts incite me thereunto, not foe much to fett forth (in its 
pure, natural, naked colour) the exorbitant and malignant 
temper of the Informer, as to vindicate and defend myfelfe 
from his bafe and ignominious afperfions, he hath been pleafed 
to cade upon me and indeed the whole Government here* 

which 
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which the rancour and heate of his fpirit cannot prevent him 
from difcovering even to the moft mean and inconiiderate 
capacities notwithflanding (for the character he bears) I 
have proved myfelf more than ordinarily kind and obliging 
to him, to the admiration of all perfons here, that ever have 
had the misfortune of his company or acquaintance, He is 
one (I mull be bold to inform your Ldp) that fcomes to be 
particular but generall altogether in his bafe refledlions and 
fcurrilous haughty behaviour and deportment under the 
fpecious pretence of his zeale for their Majefties (ervicCi 
though at the fame time the greatefl impediment imaginable 
in the effedl, and pleafes himfelf more with fatiateing his 
revengeful humour and private animofities againfl their 
Maj*^^ fubjedls then afifedling anything for their Maj**" in- 
terefi as he hath fufficiently demonflrated in the late feizure 
and bringing two or three fhipps here, barely upon the 
account (as himfelfe hath and doth frequently declare againft 
all of the place and Nation in generall) of being New Eng- 
land rogues and doggs and pitifull damned Scotch Pedlars, 
and at lafl when he had had all the favour and countenance 
aid and afTiftance poflible fhewn him, he has not (luck to 
vilifie and abufe the Jurors onely (perfons of the bed fame and 
repute thefe parts afford) by calling them bafe, perjured and 
forfworne rogues, threatening them with the pillory and lofe 
of their ears &c. but alfo in publick afperfed, befpattered and 
affronted the Juftices themfelves, perfons appointed by their 
Majefties to aflift me in the Government with their Councill 
and advice (although bafely by him faid to be picked and 
packed by me, as were the Alfembly of this Province to 
make fuch Laws as my inclinations or own private inter* 

eft 
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eft (hould didlate to them, which how fair their Majefties 
Honour and the intereft of the Crown have had the preemi- 
nent and almoft only profpedl the Lawes themfelves will 
declare in contradi6tion to his damnable fuggeftions. By 
fuch meanes their Maj*^ intereft extremely fuffers, and mat- 
ters of the greateft weight, candour, and truth under his 
management are become of little credit and repute and he 
himfelfe fo remarkable and notorioufly turbulent even to the 
Inhabitants here of both publick and private capacities by 
prefling feizing and violently takeing away and makeing ufe 
of their horfes, boates, goods and fervants without paying or 
making any fatisfadtion for the fame, otherwife than in the 
returne of ill language, that indeed (hould he bring a caufe 
never foe plaufible before any jury though of the beft princi- 
ples and inclinations, his infolent and too well known be- 
haviour w^ foe dimm and obfcure their eyes that they could 
not make a right infpedlion thereinto but look upon the 
fame as the effedls of his hot and inveterate braine, efpe- 
cialle with thofe of his acquaintance, which I muft confefs 
few or none covet, unlefs thofe of wicked principles, their 
Maj*^ open profelTed enemies, papifts and others difafifedled 
to all, efpecially the prefent Government, who are his only 
afTociates and companions and they barely for correfpon- 
dency in malignancy and averiion to the authority, fcarcely 
any one of them cann afford him a good word behind his 
back or covett his company for any other end or defignei 
but to promote and put in pra<5lice their damnable inclina- 
tions and defignes, of difturbing the peace and tranquility of 
the Province, fo that he hath indeed effefted here what he 
hath done in all other parts of the world (where ever he fett 

foote) 
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foote) made the whole Country weary of him, boaflingly 
vaunting that he thanks God he has lived thefe five and 
twenty years upon the curfes of the people which truly I am 
apt to believe, nay am pretty confident he never wants, and 
with fuch provifions may grow fatt; the fubjeft matter is foe 
large that without a fyllable of falfity or fuggeftion onely, I 
could eafily comment a volume, without offering the lead vio- 
lence to myfelf or the truth, I humbly beg pardon for this pro- 
greffion affureing your Lordfhipps that the vindication of

They go 
thofe long voyages to avoid being preff'd into His Ma** 
Service at home : fome get afhore, and are harbour d and 
conceald by the Planters in the Country; but the far greater 
number (in expedlacon of much higher wages) are incour- 
aged and entertaind in Philadelphia in PenHlvania where 
fhip themfelves either abord the Privateers for fhares, or upon 
veflells trading illegally to South Carolina, or Carafaw; 
whereby His Ma*^ lofes every year the fervice of many able 
Sailors, who feldom return to EngH The homeward bound 
fhips are weakly man'd, and not cs^ble to defend them- 
felves ag* the Comon enemy ; neither can y* Mail" com- 
ply with the Condicon in their bonds to return y' men to 
England. 

Nigh a 100 Sailors ran away lad year from the fhips be- 
longing to London and other places, loading tobacco in

Great dififerences arife often between y* Maflers and their

perience, either thro' Remiffnefs or Connivance of the Gov? 

of 
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of the Severall Colonies & plantac'ons which are under dif- 
tindl proprietys, The A(5ls of Trade & Navigac'on, & Your 
Hon? Orders & Inftruc'ons in purfuance thereof, have not 
bin Obfervd, as in other Colonies and plantac'ons, which 
are under Gov? Nominated & Appointed by his Ma'tys im- 
mediate Commiffion, & did therefore humbly Move% their 
Lordfhips, That the refpedlive Gov? of the S** Proprieties, 
may be perfons of good Eftate & Reputac'on, & otherwife 
duly qualifyd for the difcharge of their Trufls, being by a 
Claus in the aforef 'd A(5l for preventing ffrauds & regulat-

Their Maintainance, is Inconiiderable, which renders their 
Govern? Precarious alfo. They have power only (like Civill 
Magiftrates, in petty Corporacons in England) to Make

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1693: Thomas Carter Matter of the Ship Bridge Town of 
Barbados, richly laden from Jamaica to London, run the 
fliip willfully aground upon the Iflands : the Mafter & Say- 
lors divided the Money & the beft of her loading, the Gov! 
made his Advantage by it; all Appeales lye from their 
Courts, to the Lords-proprietors in England. 

Carolina: mf John Archdale, a Quaker, is deputed Govf 
by the Lords proprietors (as I am informed) during his 
Sons Minority, who is one of the Lords proprietors ; the 
cheife Town for Trade, is Charles Town, free to all, from all 
places. They trade to Carafaw from whence the Manufac- 
ture of Holland is brought to Charles Town, & carryd by 
New England men & other illegall Traders, to Penfilvania 
Bofton &c : Returns are made for them in plantac'on Com- 
modities, which are carryd from Carolina to Carafaw & 
thence to Holland. About 3 years agoe 70 Pyrates having 
run away with a Veffell from Jamaica, came to Charles 
Town, bringing with them a Vaft quantity of Gold from 
the Red Sea ; they were Entertained & had liberty to ftay 
or goe to any other place : the Veffel was Seiz^ by the Govf 
for the proprietors as a Wreck & Sold they have no regard 
to the A6ls of Trade.

PennJilvanicL, mf W? Markham is the prefent Govl Sam° 
Carpenter & Jo" Goodfon (both Quakers) were Joind in the 
Government with him, but they refufed to A<51. The A<5ls 
of Trade (what ever they pretend) are not Obferved here : a 
plain difcovery has bin made of Nine Veflells loaden with 
Tob.[acco] : which have from the year 1690 : to the year 95 :

tavus Hamilton the chiefe £fa6lor for the Scotch Mcrch?)

Righton ma{! & Maurice Trent a Scotchman, An Old 
tranfgreflbr Merchant (One of her Owners lives in London) 
imported into Penfilvania a great quantity of Scotch Goods, 
and was Admitted to an Entry in the year 1695 • By *^^ 
Colle6lor in Penfilvania: She was afterwards Seizd in Weft 
Jerfey by Cap" Meech, Appointed by Coll : Nicholfon, pur- 
fuant to her late Sacred Ma'tys Order in Councill, of the 9th 
of Auguft 1694: He Seizd allfo, another Veflell, called the 
Mill Everett Johnfon Ma(T from Some port in Nonvay (as 
Ime informed) loaden with Wine & European Goods, hav-

ing no Cleering, from any port in England. The maf con- 
fefled himfclf to be a Dutchman as appeard by Cap" 
Meeches Joumall N; her Tryall was put of, the MaC being 
gone to New Yorke, & afterwards Sufpended, till further 
Orders from England. The Govr Entertains Severall py- 
rates, from the Red & South Seas, who carry on an illegall 
Trade to Carafaw, & other prohibited places ; It appears by 
a Copy of mT Markhams letter to me N; that he has but a 
Small Maintainance, deiireing me to make him Colle! of the 
Cuftoms in Penfilvania by which your Hon? may pleafe to 
take Notice, that Gov? under Such Neceflities, will be eafily 
tempted to doe & Connive at Unlawfull things. The Charge

Setting forth in hb petic'on tiiat tbe fficench met 
him at lea, & took away hb Cognets [Coquets^ Sie is Since 
gone to Barbados : Patrick Robinfbo a Scotchinaii, the Sec- 
retary & David Loyd, the Attorney Gen? in Penfilvania, went 
to the Court, in Weft Jerfey, to Defend tbe Vefiell s^ainft the 
Profecutors for hb Ma'ty. 

Canne£licoU in New England^ QxXL Robt: Trent [Treat] 
is the preient Govf of that G>lony granted to the Inhabi- 
tants by Charter, to have a Govf Annually Chofen widi 
Power, to Purchafe & Sell Lands: The Inhabitants, are 
generally hufband men & Planters. The Gov! permitted a 
vciTell from Holland, under pretence of Wanting Wood and 
water, to come into New Haven where (he Unliveid great 
parte of her loading, which was carryd to New Yorke, & hav- 
ing taken horfes aboard, Saild with the Remainder of her 
Goods to Barbados. Thomas ffifher, Maf f of the Brigantine 
Adventure of London, imported about December 1691 : a 
very great Cargoe of Scotch goods at New London, in that 
Colony, they were feizd by mf Brenton, the Collec! he 
thought it moft Advifable, to Admit Guftavus Hamilton to 
a Compofition (which he willingly agreed to) than Submit 
the Caufe, to a Tryall, in that Colony.

Province of New Hamp/hire: ml W" Partridge, being 
Nominated by m! Sam" Allen, the prefent proprietor, is 
Allowed of by his Ma'ty & Made the Deputy GovT of that 
Province. 

Province of the Maffachufetts Bay. Tho' his Ma'ty has 
the Appointing, the Govf of that Province, yet the illegall 
Trade is carryd on, as much as ever, to Scotland, Holland, 
ffrance &c : for want of a Govern^ to Supprefs that Trade, & 
to Support and countenance the Officers of the Cuftoms, in 
the Execuc'on of their Duties, m! W? Stoughton, is the 
Liev^ Govf, he is a good Schollar, but not bred up to Mili- 
tary Difcipline. The country lying open, is expofed to the 
fury of the fifrench & Indians, when ever they pleas to Attacq 
them. They have in their Laws hitherto Made no provifion 
for a Gov? Maintenance, as is done in all Other, his Ma'tys 
Governm? & was likewife in that Province for their former 
Gov? on purpofe to difcourage men of Hono' & abilities, to 
live amongft them ; but what ever it Cods, That Country, & 
the Trade thereof, ought to be taken care off. 

Now from what has bin herein humbly Ofiferd, it cannot 
reafonably, be imagined that the Proprietors Gov? are per- 
fons qualified or fit, to be Entrufted with the Condudl & 
Execuc'on of the principall powers, repofed by thofe A6ls, 
only in the Gov? & Command? in Chiefe, in the Plantac'ons, 
under his Ma'tys immediate Authority; So that if the pro- 
prietors & owners of thofe Lands, refufe to Conform to the

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ing fiFrauds &c : Its humbly propofed, that they Should be 
obliged, to accept of Such Regulac'on in Government, in 
reference to Trade as his Ma'ty Shall think neceflary to 
make; which will in n'' wife Invade their Juft Rights & 
proprieties in thofe Lands, nor hinder them from Imploying 
their agents & fiFa6lors, to take Care & difpofe of their 
Eflates, & to receive the Rents & profits arifing from them.

land. I adminiftred the Oath to Cott Nicholfon the Govern! 
the 1 1*? of Jan'^ paft, he continues very zealous to putt the 
A(5ls of Trade in Execucon, & to the End no illegall Traders, 
may for the future gett oflf with flend' fecurity, he has putt 
all forfeited Plantacon Bonds in fuites & recovered Judgem?

B. I fearing I could not comply with the time limited 
by the A(5l for adminiftring the Oath to the GovemI of Pen- 
filvania font the Commiflion order'd to remain in Virginia 
for adminiftring the Oath to the Govern! for the time being, 
by my fervant to S' Edmond Andres, who has accordingly 
taken the Oath, & is very ftrict himfelf& obliges the Officers 
of the Cuftoms to be very diligent & puniSluall in their 
refpedlive places. 

C. With much difficulty I gott over Chefepeak Bay, & 
travelled to Penfilvania calling at New Caftle upon Dela- 
ware Bay, 'tis Inhabited with Scotch & Dutch cheifly, & a 
few French & one or two Englilh men ; they are under an 
arbitrary Quaker Goverm! where neither Judges Jurys nor 
wittneftes are fwom, even in trialls of Criminalls, as about 4 
years ago when I was there (as I was inform*d but will 
more particularly appear by the Record of the faid triall if 
they kept any) one Richardfon was tryed condemned, & 

executed 
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executed upon a fuppofed murther, To that his Maj^ fub- 
je<5b inhabiting in thofe places, & Penfilvania alfo, are in no 
wife fecure in their Eftates Lives & Liberties, nor can it be 
expeded that the Officers of his Maj^ Cuftoms can have 
Juftice done, where there are no perfons qualified by an 
Oath to try their Caufes upon feizures & otherwife. 

D. I came to Philadelphia & adminiftred the Oath to M'

in Philadelphia forthwith fent the Lords Juftices Proclama- 
con (for apprehending them) to M' Markham, who inftead 
of fccuring, fupported & Encouraged them; two of the 
Cheif (Chinton & Laffell) were carried to Carolina from 
Philadelphia, by one Medlicott, another of Everys men & 
furgeon of his (hip; Another of them (one Claus a Cooper) 
lives now in Philadelphia, I have feen him almoft every 
day in the ftreets ; & James Brown (one alfo of that Com- 
pany) is married to Mr Markhams daughter.

500*, I went to the Govern' & defir'd him to appoint an 
Attumey Gen'all to profecute thofe Bonds for his Maj*** but 
he did nothing in [it]. 

H. He has adjoum'd the Courts for 6 months, & by that 
means he has given a fair oppertunity to the perfons arrefted 
to fecure themfelves & Eftates from future trouble, & to

cons, & appoint Govern" by his Comiflions, Referving all 
ways to the Own" of fuch Proprietys all their right & pro- 
perty to all Intents & purpofes as fully & amply as by their 
(aid Lett" Pattents &c are granted to them &c. Otherwife 
ihould a hundred A6ls be made for the Regulacon of them, 
they will pay no obedience to them, 

O. I take leave further humbly to propofe to y' Lord^pps 
that it is abfolutely neceffary for his Maj^ fervice that the 
Lords Com" of the Admiralty do fend at leaft two fmall 
light Frigotts to be under the comand & direc5on of his 
Excellency the Earle of Bellamont, befides thofe now all- 
ready appointed for New York & New England, otherwife 
twill be impoflible to p'vent illegall Traders & Pyrates Efpi- 
cally from trading in the Provinces & Colonys Extending 
about 800 miles from New England to Carolina upon the 
Coaft of America, as alfo to Defend Lawful! Traders from 
Spoyle & Rapine often comitted by Pyrates on this Coaft, 
New York being the Ce[ntre] & is fituated near the main 
Ocean, So that VcfTells may in much le(s time cruife to the 
Eaftward or weftward as Occafion ihall require from thence.

This Provifo was contrived by Mr Penn in England fome 
time after the pafling the A(5l for p'venting frauds &c. & by 
his dire6lions putt in the Body of their new Laws, to (ham 
thofe who will any long' credit him : but David Lloyd, a 
rigid Quaker the Attorney Generall & cheif Dire<5lor in the 
Goverm? declared to me on the ^^ of March laft in the 
Company of feverall of that fecfl, the Govern' being p'fent, 
that that Provifo was never intended to be obferved in Pen- 
filvania, fome of thofe Quakers being Owners of VeflTells, 
protefting that I made ufe of it as a fnare to entrap them ; 
that they would loofe their VefTells before they would take 
an Oath, according to their Provifo.

But his Excy the Earle of Bellamont 
kept all clofe till he had certain advife that a Veflell from 
the Red Sea had landed fome of her goods in Connedticott 
Colony, fome port [part ?] whereof is nigh N : York, as did 
alfo about the fame time a Dutch Bottom from Madagafcar 
loaden with Eaft India goods, which they unliver'd about 
the fame place in the sd Colony. The Earl of Bellamont 
order'd Cap! Culliford Comandf of the ffowy ffrigott to dif- 
patch a Boat & hands to feize them, they were found in one 
Banks his houfe in the Town of Greenwich in that Colony. 

In a little time about 40 Pyrates were (loin into New 
York, I faw Edward Taylor (one of Coates his men) walking 
about the Town, but foon after was taken in Bed, & carried 
to the fort, with fome two or three more of the gang, upon 
which the reft being nigh 40 in all made their Efcape to 
Conne6licott Colony, & Eaft Jerfey; fo that his Lor3pp 
being by the Duke of Shrewfburys Lett' confined within the 
limitts of his own Jurifdiccon, cannot feize or fend his 
WarH to apprehend any Pyrate either in Connc6licott Col- 
ony or the Jerfeys, tho' it has been proved that he is a 
notorious Villain. 

And as to the Govern? of thofe places they live about 60 
or 70 miles up in the Country, befides being Ele6led by the 
People once a year, they dare not medle with any, tho' they 
knew it, leaft the inhabitants who live by the fea fide, & gett 
money for concealing prohibited goods, make a party & 



choofc another Govern! for the Enfuing Year. 
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His ElTcy has highly difpleafd the Trading men in this 
Town, who have all along £ncourag*d Privateers; he is 
Ifluing a ftri6l Proclamacon ag* Pyrates & their Abettors, 
which will onely make them remove their Trade. & familys 
to Amboy in Eaft Jerfey, lying farr nearer to Sandy Hook 
then New York, fo that there is an abfolute Neceflity of 
thofe places & all the other proprietys to be putt undf his 
Maj*5* imediate Authority. 

I am going to Providence & Carolina where (if I am 
rightly informed) feverall of Everys men & other Pyrates are 
fettled; the Swift ffrigott appointed to tranfport me from 
one Plantacon to another, is drove afhore & not fitt for fer^ 
vice, otherwife I (hould be in a Condicon to manage them, 
wherever I meet with them, or any of their goods, having a 
power to feize & fecure their Goods in what place foever I 
find them.

I was yefterday defired (by Mr flfrederick Phillips one of 
the moft antient Inhabitants of New York & greateft Trader 
to Albany, & other Merch? trading with the five Nations of 
Indians in Amity with the dutch at Albany) to reprefent to 
yT Lordpps, that the ffrench have for many years encroached 
upon the Trade, & alfo upon that Part of the Countrey to 
the Southward of their Bounds, by making fettlements at 
the heads of all the great Rivers in his Ma^~ Plantations, 
from Panopfcott Northward to South Carolina, fo that 2 or 
300 flfrench may upon any difference betwixt the Crowns of 
England & ffrance come down in fmall Partycs, & mine & 
deftroy all the Inhabitants, who live 10 or 15 miles diflant 
One Neighbour from another Efpecially in Virginia & 
Maryland, where there are no Towns. 

Now I am very well Inform 'd that upon a treaty of Set- 
tlem! of the Bounds between his MStic & the ffrench King 
it was concluded that all the ffrench do draw off their In- 
habitants, fettled upon the heads of all the Rivers in Caro- 
lina, Virginia, New England &c. & to confine themfelves 
within the limitts of their old bounds. 

The Northward of the River of Panopfcott has allways 
been accounted the dividing line between the Englifli & the 
ffrench, running from thence N. N. W. up into the Countrey 
by which means the Beaver hunting Trade (now taken from 

us 
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us by the ffrench) will be fecured to us, & thereby the 5 
Nations of the Indians will bring all the Peltry to Albany & 
continue their ffreindfliip to us. 

I take leave to inform yf LorSpps that all the Country of 
Accade to the Eaflward of Bofton is a very great fifhing 
Place, where is alfo abundence of Excellent Copper & Mafls 
&c. & did belong to the Crown of England, but the ffrench 
gott it from us by a treaty to the very great difadvantage 
of the Crown. 

I humbly take leave to propofe that, (upon the Treaty 
about adjufting all difference between his MStie & y* Crown 
of ffrance) the Articles formerly made between the King of 
England & the ffrench King about the bounderies in thofe 
Weftern Parts of the world may be accordingly agreed upon

Clark (a Quaker) being feverall years GovemT quitted the 
place becaufe he would not take the Oath Injoyned him by 
the A6te of Trade, & Samuel Cranfton (Clarks Nephew) is 
Governf there to the fame end as Mr Markham is GovernI 
in Penfilvania onely to take the Oaths Injoyned by the A(5l 
for p'venting frauds, but the Managem! of the Goverm! (fuch 
as it is) is in the hands of Quakers & Anabaptifls, Neither 
Judges Juryes nor witneffes are under any obligation fo 
that all things are managed there according to their will & 
Intereft. 

Mr Brenton delivered the Comiflion to the feverall Offi- 
cers of the Court of Admiralty to be Ere6led in that Colony, 
w^ Mr Qark the late Govnr oppofed. 

CoH Peleg Sandford Judge of the faid Court went to 
Walter Clark when he was Govern^ to be fworn to the true 
performance of his Office, Clark took his Comiffion from 
him, & carried it to the Affembly fitting about that time, & 
acquainted them that the allowing of a Court of Admiralty 
to be ere<5led in that Colony would utterly deftroy their 
Charter, by which they were Impowerd to ere6l a Court of 
Admiralty & appoint the Officers thereunto belonging.

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Sometime after CoTT. Sandford demanded his CSmiflion 
(for Judge) of Walter Clark, which he then abfolutely refufed 
to give him.

Not long before my Landing at Road Hand eight Pyrates 
came from flfifliers Hand (belonging to y* p'fent Govern! of 
Conne6licott Colony) with a great deal of money & Eaft 
India Commodities which they brought in their Brigantine 
(from Madagafcar) now lying at New York. 

Upon the Arrivall of the ffowy £Frigott in Road Hand 
harbour, fix made their Efcape from thence to Bofton, with 
a great Quantity of Eafl India Goods & money; But 
Robert Munday & George Cutler (two of them) were feifed 
upon & about 14 or i^oc} in filver & Gold was taken from 
them, and (as the Govern! tells me) is in his Cuftody, they 
were putt in prifon but about two days after they were ad- 
mitted to Bayle, by the Govern? order (as I am Informed 
Grefham Clark one of the Govern? Uncles being their 
Security by w*?* means they have opportunity given them to 
make their Efcapes, leaving their money to be (hared by the 
Govern! & his two Uncles, who have been very great Gain- 
ers by the Pyrates, w*!* have frequented Road Hand ; three 
or four Veffells have been fitted out from thence to y* Red 
Sea. 

Walter Qark the late Govern! & his Brother now the 
Recorder of the Place, have countenanced Pyrates & en- 
riched them felves thereby, their Deputy Govern! John 
Green granted a Comiflion to one of the Pyrates (who went 

from 
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from thence to y* Red Sea) without any Security given by 
the Mailer ; the houfe of Deputies being the Law Makers 
take no Oaths nor EngagemS they raife money upon fuch 
of the Inhabitants as are not fiFreemen of their Corpora5on 
w^ they have no power by their Charter to do. 

Walter Clark called the people together to fign the affo- 
dadon, he told them, Aich of them as were willing might do 
it but becaufe he himfelf refufed to fign it, the people from 
hb Example negleded to do it 

There are a great many men of good Eflates in Road Hand 
groaning und' the opprefTion of this Lawlefs Goverm! who 
would do his MStie faithful fervice, if either putt undr his 
MSties immediate Goverm? or annexed to the Province of 
the Maflachufets Bay, they have offered to allow 500^ p anii 
towards the fupport of a perfon appointed by his MStie to 
be Governr over them, till that's done, 'tis not poffible for 
the Earle of Bellamont, (the Govern! of the Province of 
MalTachufetts Bay) to fupprefs illegall Trade & Pyracy 
which were form'ly moft notorioufly countenanced & fup- 
ported in this Place & to this day continued in Road Hand 
Colony. 

Now for the bettT confirmation of what I have herein 
reprefented, I humbly move y! Lordpps to order that an 
Authentick Copy be made of all the Laws of Road Hand 
now kept in loofe papers & tranfmitted to y!

Sr 

The fwoy frigott not being fayld : I take leave to inform 
y' Hon! that the £ : Bellamont is flill indifpofed with the 
Gout which yet prevents his Excett : Going to Boftoa. I 
obferve here a great ferment amongft the trading people, 
becaufe his Exce^: has endeavoured to fupprefle the illegall 
Trade : which has for many yeares been Carried on with 
great advantage to the Merc? Tis not the perfon but the 
Cuftoms long fince impofed by themfelves upon Trade which 
makes them diflatisiied. That all expires next May: they 
will not continue it. 

The Provinces of Eaft & Weft Jerfey are letting for them- 
felves, & will not, accept of Mt BaflTe to be their Gov! & he 
is laying down the Gom! & retiring to his plantation: I am 
at lafl going to Carolina, from whence (if it pleafe God I live 
& efcape the pyrates) I (hall fend an Account of the prefent

Hiftary of South Carolina^ by William James Riven, p. 443. 

May it pleafe y! Lordfliips. »^ ^^^ '^1 

After a dangerous voyage at Sea, I landed at Charles 
Town, in the Province of So. Carolina, & foon after my 
arrival, I adminiftered the Oath to M' Jos. Blake, one of the 
Proprietors & Governor of this Province. But he is not 
allowed of bv his Ma^ Order in Council to be Govf, the 
A61 of Pari! for preventing frauds being not taken notice of 
by the Proprietors. 

There are but few fettled Inhabitants in this Province, 
the Lords have taken up vaft trails of lands for their own 
ufe, as in Colleton County & other places, where the land is 
moft commodious for fettlement, which prevents peopling 
the place, & makes them lefs capable to preferve themfelves. 
As to their civil Goverm! 'tis diflferent from what I have met 
with in the other Proprieties. Their Militia is not above 
1500 Soldiers White men, but have thro* the Province gen- 
▼OL. V. — 25 erally 
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erally 4 Negroes to i white man, & not above 1 100 families, 
Englifh & French. 

Their Chief Town is Charles Town, and the feat of Gov- 
ern? in this Province, where the Governor, Councill & Trien- 
nial ParliamJ fet, & their Courts are holden, being above a 
league diftance from the entrance to their harbour mouth, 
w^ is barred, & not above 1 7 foot water at the higheft tide, 
but very difficult to come in. The Harbour is called by the 
Spaniards, St. George ; it lyes 75 leagues to the North- 
ward of St. Auguftine, belonging to the Spaniards. It is 
generally laid down in our Englifh maps to be 2 deg. 45 
min. within the fouthern bounds of this Province. In the 
year 1686, one hundred Spaniards, w*** Negroes & Indians, 
landed at Edifloe, (50 miles to the fouthward of Charles 
Town,) & broak open the houfe of M' Jofeph Moreton, then 
Governor of the Province, & carried away M' Bowell, his 
Brother-in-law, prifoner, who was found murdered 2 or 3 
days afler ; they carried away all his money & plate, & 1 3 
flaves, to the v^due of ;^i500 fterling, & their plunder to St 
Auguftine. Two of the Slaves made their eicape from 
thence, & returned to their mafter. Some time after GovT 
Morton fent to demand his flaves, but the Gov of St. Auguf* 
tine anfwered it was done without his orders, but to this day 
keeps them, & fays he can't deliver them up w*out an ord' 
from the King of Spain. About the fame time they robbed 
Mr. Grimball's Houfe, the Sec. of the Province, whilft he 
attended the Council at Charles Town, & carried away to 
the value of above /1500 fterK They alfo fell upon a fet- 
tlement of Scotchmen at Port Royal, where there was not 
above 25 men in health to oppofe them. The Spaniards 

burnt 
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burnt down their houfcs, deftroyed & carried away all that 
they had, becaufe (as the Span*** pretended) they were fet- 
tled upon their land, and had they at any time a fuperior 
force, they would alfo deftroy this Town built upon Aftiley 
& Cooper Rivers. This whole Bay was called formerly St. 
George's, which they likewife lay claim to. The Inhabitants 
complained of the wrong done them by the Spaniards to 
the Lords Proprietors, & humbly prayed them (as I have 
been truly informed) to reprefent it to His Ma*^, but they 
not hearing from the Lord Prop?, fitted out two veffels with 
400 ftout men, well armed, & refolved to take St. Auguftine. 
But Jas. Colleton came in that time from Barbadoes with a 
CommifTion to be Govf, & threatened to hang them if they 
proceeded, whereupon they went on Ihore very unwillingly. 
The Spaniards hearing the Englifti were coming upon them 
for the damages, they left their Town & Caftle, & fled into 
the woods to fecure themfelves. The truth is, as I have 
been credibly informed, there was a defign on foot to carry 
on a Trade with the Spaniards. 

I find the Inhabitants greatly alarmed upon the news that 
the French continue their refolution to make a fettling at 
Meflafipi River, from [whence] they may come over land to 
the head of Afliley River w'^^out oppofition, 'tis not yet known 
what care the Lord's Prop" intend to take for their preferva- 
tion. Some ingenious gentlemen of this Province (not of 
the Council) have lately told me the Deputies have talked 
of mak« an Addrels to the Lords Prop" for relief. But 'tis 
apparent that all the time of this French War they never 
fent them one barrel of powder or a pound of lead to help 
them. They conclude they have no reafon to depend upon 

them 
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them for affiftance, & are refolved to forfake this Country 
betimes, if they find the French are fettled at Mefchafipi, or 
if upon the death of the King of Spain thefe Countries fall 
into the hands of the French, as inevitably they will (if not 
timely prevented), and return with their families to Eng- 
land or fome other place where they may find fafety & pro- 
tecflion. It was one of the firft queftions aiked me by feveral 
of the Chief men at my arrival, whether His Ma*' had not 
fent over fome foldiers to preferve them from the Frenchi 
faying they might all live in this plentiful Country if His 
Ma*'^ will pleafe to allow them half pay for 2 or 3 years at fur- 
theft, that afterwards they will maintain themfelves & fami- 
lies (if they have any) in making Pitch and Tar & planting 
of Indian Corn, His Majefty will thereby have fo many men 
feafoned to the Country ready for fervice upon all occa- 
fions, five fuch men will do more fervice by fea or land than 
20 new raif** men from home, they may be brought hither 
in the Virginia outward bound Ships, 100 or 150 men in a 
year, till they are made up 1000, it will fave the charge of 
tranfporting fo many another time 2 or 3000 leagues at fea. 
I heard one of the Council (a great Indian Trader, & has 
been 600 miles up in the Country weft from Charles Town) 
difcourfc that the only way to difcover the Mefchafipi is 
from this Province by land. He is willing to undertake it, if 
His Ma*' will pleafe to pay the charge w** will not be above 
;^400 or ;^500 at moft ; he intends to take with him 50 white 
men of this Province and 100 Indians, who live 2 days jour* 
ney eaft from the Mefchafipi, and queftions not but in 5 or 
6 months time after he has His Ma*'** Commands & inftruc* 
tions to find out y* mouth of it and the true latitude thereof. 

The 
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The great improvement made in this Province is wholly 
owing to the induftry & labour of the Inhabitants. They 
have applied themfelves to make fuch commodities as might 
increafe the revenue of the Crown, as Cotton, Wool, Ginger, 
Indigo &C. But finding them not to anfwer the end they 
are fet upon making Pitch, Tar & Turpentine, and planting 
rice, & can fend over great quantityes yearly, if they had en- 
couragement from England to make it, having about 50.000 
Slaves to be employed in that fervice, upon occafion, but they 
have loft moft of their veffels, which were but fmall, laft war 
by the French, & fome lately by the Spaniards, fo that they 
are not able to fend thofe Commodities to England for a mar- 
ket, neither are failors here to be had to man their veffels. 

I humbly propofe that if His Ma^ will for a time fufpend 
the Duties upon Commodities, and that upon rice alfo,^ it 
will encourage the Planter to fall vigilantly upon making 
Pitch & Tar ft*'., w*"* the Lords Prop? ought to make their 
principal care to obtain from His Ma'*^ being the only way 
to draw people to fettle in their Province, a place of greateft 
encouragement to y* Englifti Navy in thefe parts of y* world. 
Charles Town Bay is the fafeft port for all Veffels coming 
thro' the gulf of Florida in diftrefs, bound from the Weft In- 
dies to the Northern Plantations; if they mifs this place they

North Weft Wind in the Winter, be forced to go to Barba^ 
does if they mifs this Bay, where no wind will damage them 
and all things to be had necefTary to refitt them. My Lords, 
I did formerly prefent Your Lordfhips with propofals for 
fupplying England with Pitch & Tar, Mails & all o' Naval 
Stores from New England. I obferved when I were at 
York in Septf laft, abundance of Tar bro! down Hudfon's 
River to be fold at New York, as alfo Turpentine & Tar in 
great quantities from the Colony of Connecticut, I was told 
if they had encouragement they could load fevend Ships 
yearly for England. But fince my arrival here I find I am 
come into the only place for fuch commodities upon the 
Continent of America; fome perfons have offered to deliver 
in Charleftown Bay upon their own account 1000 Barrels of 
Pitch and as much Tar, others greater quantities provided 
they were paid for it in Charles Town in Lyon Dollars pafl*- 
ing here at 5* pr piece, Tar at 8! pT Barrel, and very good 
Pitch at 12? pr Barrel, & much cheaper if it once be- 
come a Trade. The feafon for making thofe Commodities 
in this Province being 6 mo! longer than in Virginia and 
more Northern Plantations; a planter can make more tar 
in any one year here with 50 flaves than they can do with 
double the number in thofe places, their flaves here living at 
very eafy rates and with few clothes. 

The inclofed I received from M. Girard, a French Proteft- 
ant living in Carolina. I find them very induftrious & 
good huft>ands, but are difcouraged becaufe fome of them 
having been many years Inhabitants in this Province, are 

denied 
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denied the benefit of being Owners & Matters of Veffels, 
which other the Subje6b of His Majefty's Plantations en- 
joy, befides many of them are made Denizens. If this 
Place were duly encouraged, it would be the moft ufeful to 
the Crown of all the Plantations upon the continent of 
America. I herewith enclofe to Your Lordfhips a Draft of 
the Town and Caftle of St. Auguftine, with a fhort defcrip- 
tion of it by a Gentleman who has been often there. It s 
done exadlly true, more for fervice than for (how. The 
Spaniards now, the French, if ever they get it, will prove 
dangerous neighbours to this Province, a thing not con- 
fidered nor provided againft by the Lords Proprietors. I 
am going from hence to Bermuda, with His Ma? Commif- 
fioners, to adminifter the Oath to the Gov' of that Ifland, 
with a Commiflion for the Judge and other Officers of the 
Court of Admiralty ere<5led there, from where I believe it 
necefTary to haften to the Bahamas Iflands, where a Brigan- 
tine belonging to New England was carried in as a wreck. 
The Mailer & Sailors being purfued by fome perfons who 
had Commiflion for Govf Webb, believing they were chafed 
by Spaniards, forfook their Veflel & went on Shore among 
the Natives to fave their lives.

The want of a fmall Veflel to fupport the lofs of the Fri- 
gate, which was appointed by the Lords CommiflP! of the 
Admiralty to tranfport me from one Plantation to another, 
makes me ftay a great while at one place for a paflage to 

another, which is uncertain, difficult & dangerous. 

I 
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I have by the extreme of cold laft Winter in Maryland and 
Pennfylvania, & by my tedious pafTage in the Winter time 
from New York to this place, got a great numbneis in my 
right leg & foot. I am in hopes this warm climate will 
reftore me to my health. I have formerly wrote to your 
Board & the Commiff? of H. M. Cufloms, the neceflity of 
having a VefTel to tranfport me from one Plantation to 
another. 

I humbly pray your Lordfhips favour to dire<5l that the 
little refidence I am to make in thefe parts of the World, 
may be in this Province, & that a Veffel well manned may be 
fent me hither, which may anfwer all occafion, my intentions 
being not to lye idle, for when the Hurricane times come 
in thefe parts of the World, I can go fecurely to Virginia, 
Mar}'land & Penfylvania & New England, without fear of 
being driven from thofe Plantations by North Weft Winds, 
& when they come I can pais from one Plantation to an- 
other without difficulty.

About the 10'** of January paft, one Cutler caiAe from 
London hither with his Wife, he gave out that he had a 
ComnnfTion from his Majefly to fearch for Mines in this 

Province, 
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Province, his Wife has brought over with her a flock and 
keeps a Miliner Shop in this Town, he expeds one Green 
to follow him, equally concerned with him (as he fays) in the 
fearch for mines, but neither he nor Green have been 
formerly in this Province. I hear from an intimate freind 
of Cutler's, that his depenflance is wholy upon one Edward 
Loughton, (whofe wives Sifter Cutler married in London,) 
And one David Maybanck (another relation by Marriage,) 
to aflift him, they have no knowledge of mines, further than 
what they have heard Indian Traders who live in the Sava- 
nore Town difcourfe, that there are Mines about that 
place, as *tis comonly faid there are in other places in the 
Province ; that which is talked of is 30 or 40 miles down 
the Savanore River, taken up when the River is dry, good 
for little or nothing. 

Loughton and Maybanks are both houfe Carpenters and 
have lived about 16 years in this Town, they were in Lon- 
don not long agoe, 'tis probable they might infufe notions of 
Mines into Cutler & Green. That they knew where there 
were mines, and eafily to be found if they could get a 
ComifTion from His Majefty to fearch, and fome perfons of 
quality to countenance them and money to bear their 
charges ; They returned about 5 years after. Now whether 
they are joyned with Cutler and Green is beft known to 
your Lordfhip. 

Cutler talks of going to the Savanore Town, about 120 
miles from hence, with Loughton & Maybanks, to fpeak 
with the Indian Traders, he promiffes great matters to thofe 
who inform him of Mines. He has lately difcouvred that 
your Lordfliip, the Earl of Pembrook & Mr Blathwayt, are

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principally concerned. That your Lordfhips have got them 
a Commiflion to pay their pafTage & travelling charges. 

My Lord, — I did enquire of a Gent, living in this Coun- 
try, what profit has arifen to his Majefty by the 4*** part of 
the Gold & Silver Mines in this Province, or whether they 
have given encouragement to any perfons to difcover them 
and work them. I hear of none. 

Some time after, upon a Report that I was going to Eng- 
land, he fent me a letter, a Copy whereof I humbly inclofe 
to your LordP, w^ I intended to (hew to the Chancellor of 
the Excheqf if I went home, or to tranfmit it to his Lordf ? 
by the next (hipping. But (ince I find that your Lord*!, the 
Earl of Pembroke, to whom I have the honour to be known, 
and My Blathwayt, are all engaged in the lame defign to pro- 
mote the lading benefit of His Majefly and his Kingdomes* 
I do therefore humbly inclofe a Copy thereof to Mf Blath- 
wayt, in cafe any fhould mifcarry, how far your Lord? now 
will pleafe to communicate this to the Chancellor of the 
Excheqr I humbly fubmit to your Lordfhip. 

Mr James Moore (who fent me y* letter) is a Gentleman of 
a Good Eftate in this Country, he is Sec'' of the Province and 
a Deputy to S! John Colleton, one of the Lords Prop? He 
told me when we firfl difcourft about Mines, That if he were 
impowered by his Majefly and had good encouragement for 
himfclf and his friend, he would forthwith, upon receipt 
thereof, take with him 50 White men and 100 of the Chira- 
kucs Indians to be his Guard. That he had a Negro Smith. 
He defired me to be fecured againfl the Lords Proprietors 
claimc ; to have all matters fo accomodated that they might 
not feizc upon the produce of his own coft & labour be- 

(lowed 
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(lowed upon his Maj** 4*** Part, Whereas their Lordfhips have 
I "*• to fet men to work upon for themfelves ; That he can 
employ his Eflate & Slaves to greater proffit. As to his 
own (hare which may arife to him from the Mines, he wholly 
fubmits that to his Majefty and to your Lordfhips, confider- 
ing he is at all the charge of the discovering and opening 
them. 

My Lord, As this is a matter of great import to the 
Crown if it fucceed, fo if it be not it will prove an utter ruin 
to M' Moor, if the Lords Proprietors know that he hath 
negledled their Lordfhips and made his propofalls in the 
firfl place to your Lordfhips he will certainly be a double 
loofer, for befides his great charge & travell to difcover the 
Mines, the Lords Prop? will upon the firfl notice, turn him 
out of the Councill, and take from him his office of Secret^^ 
and engage the Gov! and Councill againfl him, to the de- 
flrudlion of himfelf & numerous family, and at lafl force him 
to leave the Country, as has been formerly practiced upon 
men of good Eflates in this Province. 

Your Lordfhipp may pleafc for your further fatisfaftion 
of M! Moor's quality to be informed of Mr W. Thomburgh, 
now one of the Lords Propriet" and his Agent in London, 
(but of that tenderly,) as to any fhare to myfelf, *tis his kind- 
nefs to mention it I have been for many years alwayes 
ready to ferve y* Crown, if your LoP* pleafe to command, I 
will attend at Whitehall. I am very fenfible it will be 
neceflary in many refpe6ls. 

In the meantime, I humbly pray for the recovering of my 
health, that I may have leave to make my refidence in 
Carolina in Winter time to avoid the extremity of cold in

Virginia, Maryland, or thofe other Northern Plantations, 
and that I may have another Veffell that draws much lefs 
water than the Swift advice boat, loft by the careleflheis of 
the Commander in Virginia laft Winter, with liberty to have 
an able Coafter, well acquainted with the dangerous flats 
and fands upon all the (hoars from this place to New £ng^ 
land, where his Maj^ fervice will very often require me, the 
lofs of that Veflell makes my pafTage tedious, dangerous and 
troublefome, I fhall thereby be freed from the hurricanes in 
the extremity of hot weather in thefe parts of America.

Office, But the Govemour 
flew into a paffion, and did flrangly abufe y* faid Ran- 
dolph, calling him Old Dogg, Old Rogue, Villain, Rafcall

Rogues as he was before they parted, faying that he would 
make him Know his Duty for that he had nothing to do 
here, but to infpedl y* Oflicers accounts, and to make Report 
home, & to be Gone about his Bufinefs And the Govemol 
further faid, that he had, or would appoint a Collector, and 

fwore 
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fwore the fame fhould ferve, let who would fay the Con- 
trary, For that the King had Given him Authority, there- 
fore he valued not the Commiflioners of the Cuftomes, with 
a great deal of Bafe, Scurrilous Language, which this De- 
pon! was afham'd to hear, Efpecially from a Governo', 
Altho' Mr Randolph feemed undifturbed, Anfwering without 
heat or Pallion, Ufing a modeft way of Speaking free from 
Reflection, or any expreson which might raife his Paffion. 

The next day the Governor called his Councill, and M'. 
Randolph was fummoned to appear before them, But y* Court 
was Private, none being fuflfered to hear what was Charged 
againfl him. But Mr Randolph prefently came Down in the 
SherifiFs Company, and was immediately clap'd into prifon, 
upon which he Petitioned for a fpccial Court, but y! would 
not be allowed. And on Monday the 23"! of May, Roger 
Crane y* Sherifife (being the Governours near Kinfman) 
came to M' Randolph (this Depon! and M' Charles Walker 
being prefent) and did demand of Mr Randolph the Prifoner, 
the fum of thirty pieces of Eight, Otherwife if he refufed to 
give him the Money he fwore he would put him the faid 
Randolph into the Nafty Dungeon where he fhould fee 
neither Sun, Moon, nor Starrs, which he the Prifoner was 
forced to Comply withall, for fear of perifhing, as this 
Depon! did verily believe, and this Depon? and M' Charles 
Walker, did then and there a<5lually pay unto the faid fher- 
iflfe the thirty pieces of Eight afore mentioned. And the faid 
Sheriff did then Oblige Mr Randolph to Give from under 
his hand That the afore faid money was not forced or Ex- 
torted from him, but y!he the prifoner freely and voluntarily 
gave it to him, as a Gratuity for his Kindnefs and Civility, 

as 
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as this Depon! then underftood it, And on or about the 7* 
of June following, This Depon! and the Aforefaid Walker 
by Writt of Habeas Corpus Bailed Mr Randolph out of 
Prifon But he was no fooner difcharged from the Officer 
But y* Governour in perfon, came into y* Company and did 
Order the Chief Juftice Nelfon (before whom he was then 
Bailed) to committ him the Second time, for much the fame 
Matter, as this Depon* Apprehends, And the faid Governour 
did then and there declare He had not done with him by 
Abundance, So that Back to prifon Mr Randolph was Ille- 
gally hurried. That on Thurfday y* 13*! of July was held 
quarter Seflions, and After 8 or 9 weeks clofe imprifonm! M! 
Randolph was brought to his Tryall, and neither a Coppy 
of the Indidlm!, nor a Lift of the Jury would be Allowed 
him altho' lawfully Demanded by this Depon! The Gover- 
nor in perfon there Appeared declaring he was Plaintiffe, 
and did overaw, and diredl that Court, and fate there Judg- 
ing Matters in his Own Cafe, and Mr Randolph as the worft 
of Criminalls was brought to y* Barr, and he then and there 
dcfired a Coppy of the Indidfan! and time allowed to Tra- 
verfc the fame. But the Governor, together with Judge Nelfon. 
overawed the Court, and Compell'd him to come to Tryall, 
and the Court proceeded in their Charge againft him and 
like wife fome Affidavits (partly by force and Compulfion) 
Sworn unto by a Young Boy, with a Great deal of unwill« 
ingnefs. Then Mr Randolph defired to be heard, and was 
about to produce feverall Papers and Orders and likewife 
direccons from the Lords Commiflioncrs, and to (hew 
feverall Statutes in his own Defence, But the faid Gover- 
nour, and Nelfon would not fu£fer anything to be read, 

Neither 
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Neither would they permitt him, Nor any other perfon to 
fpeak for him, for this Depon? moved the Court in Mr Ran- 
dolphs behalf defiring he might have the Benefitt of an Eng- 
lifti fubje6t But the Governour in a paffion Arofe up and 
called him Rogue, and Rafcall, and threatned to lay him 
by the heels fo that Nothing being fuflfered to be faid, pro- 
duced or urged on Mr Randolphs part, the Jury went out, 
and immediately returned a verdidl Guilty, upon which the 
Court proceeded to A fine, which was prefently agreed fifty 
pounds, and by Order of Court was Committed to prifon 
again, untill the fame fhould be paid. 

That about the lo*? of Auguft 1699 this Depon! waited 
upon Judg Nelfon on Mr Randolphs behalfe, and by his 
Order who Apprehended his bulinefs, called him to fome 
other part of America, And then propofed to him the pay- 
ment of Mr Randolph's ffine, and other Incident Charges, 
after this following manner. 

This Depon* offered his Bond with good fecurity for 
paym' of the Money 4 or 5 daies after M' Randolph had de- 
parted thefe Iflands, who then was defigned fpeedily for 
Providence, and he likewife told him the Reafon that he 
would not pay the Money Down was becaufe Mf Randolph 
was Imprifoned upon a Second Committm! as well as for 
the 50^ ffine, and alfo that he this Depon! had heard the 
Governour fay That he had not done with Mr Randolph by 
Abundance, So that After he had paid One ffine, if he flill 
Remain'd upon this place, he might be taken up de Novo 
and fo never make an End of paying. But the Judges an- 
fwer was, he (hould not be Difcharged without the Money 
down, ior the King never made any Difputed Debts for

Other plantations, And Alfo the Colled! at Philadelphia 
be Stridly Dire6led to feife all Tobacco brought from any 
of the faid 3 Lower Countyes for which the Maf does 
not produce a Certifficate, That it was firft Enterd, And 
Cleared by the Officer at New Caftle, Who; (as Alfo the 
Colle(5lf at Philadelphia) is to Get a Beam, Scales and 
Weights : 

And in Regard Delaware Bay is in moft places About 7 
or 8 Leagues Over and therefore not poflible for many Offi- 
cers to prevent the Carrying Away Tobacco : (And Other 
Illegal! Trade) from Duck Creek, Dover, &c., without the 
Afliftance of a frigott to Cruife in the Bay and Seife all 
VeflTells which had not Legal Clearings from the Coll? at 
New Caftle and Philadelphia : 

The Lords of the Admiralty upon the Motion of the 
Comm? of his Maj!* Cuftomes did order a fmall Frigot to 
be fent to Maryland for that purpofe And to Tranfport me 
from one plantation to Another; And upon Notice that fhe 
was drove a lhore& Loft upon the Coaft of North Carolina, 
their Lordspps have fent Cap! Code with Another Frigott 
now in Maryland ready for that fer\'ice when the Command! 
fliall Receive the Like ord? as were given to Cap! Boftock 
the Commandl of the Former Frigott: 

Its therefore Humbly propofed, that fince there are far 

greater 
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greater Quantities of Tobacco Yearly made and Carryed out 
of Delaware then at the Time when the orders were Ob- 
taind for a Frigott to be fent to Cruife there, That the 
former ordr may be Renewed, & that the Frigott now Ready 
in Maryland may be ordered Accordingly. 

Now fince the Inhabitants of his Maj"f Other planta- 
tions will not Content themfelves with being fupplyd with 
Tobacco for their own ufe, free from all Other Cuftomes 
faveing the Duty of i"* p pound Whilft his Maj"? Subje3s 
in this his Maj'? Kingdome of England doe pay great 
Cuflomes and Impofitions for what is fpent here But 
have Contrary to the feverall Adls of Trade & Navigation 
Carryed Yearly great quantities thereof to New found 
Land, Scotland &c. To the Great Diminution of his Maj"? 
Cuftomes : 

Its Humbly propofed that a Duty of one penny p pound 
more be Laid upon all Tobacco Exported from his Maj? 
plantations on the Continent of America to any of his Maj? 
Other plantations to be paid by every Ma' of A Veffell 
bound thetherwith Tobacco to the Colle6l'in money Sterli: 
before he take any Aboard, As is Ena6led in the 25 : Car : 2. 
and that all Govern? & Colle6l? of the Cuftomes in the faid 
plantations on the Continent be Required to fee the fame 
ftri6lly Obferved : 

And Laftly for preventing Ma! of Veffells from Carring 
Tobacco Sugar &c. from Bofton and New Hampfhire & 
Alfo from any Other of his Maj"? plantations to New found 
Land under pretence of Supplying that Ifland with provif- 
ions and likewife from makeing their Returns in wine,

To the Right Hono^!* the Lords Com*? for Trade. 
A Paper Shewing the prefent ill Condition his MSties 
Severall Plantacons & Provinces on the Continent of 
America and the adjacent Iflands are in at prefent to de- 
fend themfelves againft any Invafion by Sea or Land. 
Bahama Iflands. The Ifland of Providence is the Seat of 
Government, and has the comand of the few Inhabitants in 

that 
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that and the other Iflands : It lyes in 25I and 25" North 
La^: tis in length about 25 Miles, and 8 or 10 in breadth, 
there are about 250 White men, Women & Children, and 
as many Blacks, Molattoes, and Muftees, who live (ome of 
them in the Towne of Naffaw, Others Scattered at a dif- 
tance from thence, Twas Settled at firft by fome from 
lamaica, and Since Severall fifamilyes are removed thither 
from Burmuda. 

The Spaniards lay clayme to thofe Iflands, and being 
part of the Spanifh Dominions (as they give out) luan 
Coreo a Spaniard Landed at Providence with 150 men 
from the Havana, the \<f^ of lanuary 1683, They killed 3 
Englifh, and plunder'd the Towne to the value of nigh 
20fiOOjC and carryed out of the Harbour an Englifh Veflell 
which came thither to Trade, There was then a Small ffort 
which comanded that Harbour, but the Englifh were pref- 
ently drove out of it, and fled into the Wood to Save their 
Lives, Some gott to lamaica, — mofl of the men Women 
and Children, who lived on Elutheria and Harbour Iflands 
gott to New England. 

John Flavell Mar of a VefTell belonging to Carolina being 
bound thither from lamaica, was taken by the Bonaventure 
ffleet the 13'? of July 1698. In the Lai of 24 in the Gulph 
or fHorida, he was made a Prifoner, and his VefTell a Prize. 
The Generall of that ffleet hearing that Flavell was well 
acquainted with Providence, perfwaded him to Pilott 7 or 
800 of his men into that Harbour, Saying he had a ComifTion 
for it, and that he would root the Inhabitants out, afToon as 
he could gett a Pilott. 

Thomas Smith, Mafler of a VefTell belonging to Boflon, 

was 
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was taken by Ferdinando a Pyrate the 19*? of lanuary 1699 
and carryed into the Bay of Hounds on the North fide of 
Cuba to the Weftward of the Havana. The Pyrate tooke a 
Spanifti Cano with 4 men in her, they kept Two of them 
aboard, and fent the other Two in their Cano to the Grover- 
nor of the Havana, to know whether they Should be enter- 
tained ; the Governor fent them a Pardon, and the next day 
3 or 4 Cafes of Brandy, Shoes, and what other Neceflaryes 
that Place would afford for their Relief, then the Pyrate 
gave the Spaniards poffeffion of Smith's Veffell, which they 
carryed into the Havana ; Smith came in a Small Spanifli 
Lanch to Providence the 25*? of March 1700. and made 
Oath to the above written Account. 

The ffort was begun to be rebuilt by CoH: Trott, having 
in it 22 Jron Guns (Sacers & Minions) Mounted, but the 
Wall to the Southward was Soe flight, that Soon after 'twas 
built 40 or 50 foot were blown downe in one night, and that 
part which lyes to Secure the Harbour, is all open with the 
Shear, and of noe ufe, Befides the Lords Proprietors wrote 
to Coll Webb to doe nothing more towards the Repaires, 
Soe that Place cannot defend it felf againft a Small number 
of Spaniards, who in 24 hours Sayle can come upon them 
from Cuba. 

The beft, and only place for a ffortificacon is Harbour 
Ifland, which lyes in 25*! and 25"? N. Lai and above 15 
Leagues from Providence, where is a Spacious Harbour, 19 
foot Water lying between Elutheria, and Harbour Ifland, 
and a narrow Entrance, where a Small ffort with 15 Guns 
will Secure the Harbour, and the Ifland, Soe that noe Veffell 
can goe in. 

The 
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The Winchefter ffriggott was call away in the Gulph of 
fflorida, in Shallow water, a little charge will weigh her 
Guns, which will Serve for the Fort at Providence, and a 
£Fort to be made at Harbour Ifland. 

The Lords Proprietors have been at noe charge to Secure 
thofe Iflands, but left them to the Inhabitants to defend 
themfelves; nor tooke any care for the Settling thofe who 
were drove ofif by the Spaniards in 1683. Tis abfolutely 
necefTary Some prefent and effc£tuall courfe be taken to 
defend Providence, otherwife if the Spaniards or flfrench 
gott that Place, It will be a great Annoyance to Veffells 
pairing through the Gulph of Florida, and an utter ruine to 
our Trade in thofe Parts. 

South Carolina lyes in 32*! and 30" the Spaniards like- 
wife lay clayme to all the Southern Bounds of that Pro- 
vince, as farr as Afhley River, In the year 1686, 100 
Spaniards with Negroes, and Indians Landed at Edifto 
about 50 Miles to the Southward of Charles Towne, They 
broke open the Houfe of Mr lofeph Morton, then the Gov- 
ernor of the Province, and carryed away his Brother in 
Law, who was found Murther'd two or three dayes after. 
They carryed off all his Stock, Money, Plate, and 13 Slaves 
to the value of 1 500^ Stert, and carried away their other 
Plunder to the Caftle at S! Auguftin, which lyes 30 or 40 
Leagues South from Charles Towne, Two of the Slaves 
efcaped, and came to their Mafter, The Governor of Caro- 
lina demanded his other Slaves, and his Money of the 
Governf of S! Auguftin, but he anfwer'd he could not return 
them w^'^out an Order from his Mafter the King of Spain ; 

They then deftroycd, and plundered other Settlements, tell- 
voL. V —32 ing

ing the diftreffed Inhabitants they were Settled upon their 
Matters the King of Spain's Land. 

The Lords Proprietors of that Province think their Coun- 
trey is well Secured by their Bard Harbour, but I have feen 
a Liev! and 6 Spanifti Soldiers, who came from S? Auguflin, 
to Charles Towne in a great Periagoe, through Small In- 
land Creekes, leading from one River to another, and did 
not goe by Sea, A Small ffort w'? 7 Gunns built upon the 
Entrance of the narrow Paffages after eroding the River of 
Port Roy all, or of fome other more convenient Place, will 
Comand and Secure thofe paflages. There is a fifort 
built of brick at Charles Towne, but not ffinilhed which 
Comands the Entrance into Afliley and Coper Rivers, 
they have noe Guns Mounted there, and not 10 or 12 
Small Old Iron Guns mounted on the Shoar of the 
Harbour, not fitt for Service, being made ufe of for Salutes 
cheifly. 

North Carolina has a few Inhabitants who live Scattered 
up and downe upon the Rivers, and flfrefli water Lakes; 
The Two Inletts of Currituck, and Roanoak have not above 
7 or 8 foot at high water. Their Poverty is their Security; 
They cannott gett 60 men together in 10 or 15 dayes time 
for their Defence. 

Virginia & Maryland have noe ffortificacons, There were 
formerly 3 fforts built in lames River, One at the Entrance 
upon Poynt Comfort, tis ruin'd and many of the Guns Sunk 
in the Sands Another ffort built with Severall Guns 
mounted to Secure the Entrance of NalTymum River being 
a branch of lames River. 

There is a brick ffort w*** about 20 Guns mounted upon 

Carriages 
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Carriages at lames Towne, which Secures Ships rideing 
above lames Towne. 

There are about 14 Guns upon the Shoar at Tyndall's 
Point in York River, but none Mounted, intended for the 
Security of Ships Tradeing there. 

Another Small ffort was made at Caratoman lying on the 
North fide of Rapahannock River 'tis fallen down, and the 
Guns buryed in the Sands. 

There was likewife a Small ffort built at Yeocomoca Bay, 
lying on the Southward of Potomack River, that flfort is 
fallen downe, and the Guns lye buryed in the Sand. 

There are noe flforts (that I could hear of) nor any Guns 
mounted in the Province of Maryland. 

It is not j)oflible to build any flforts that can be ufefull for 
the Defence of thofe Countreys, becaufe they lye low, and 
abound w*** great Rivers, and an Enemy may land where 
they pleafe, foe that their proper, and only defence is made 
by men of Warr, to cruife up and down within, and Some- 
times lye ofif the Two Capes, and the Comanders to follow 
Such Direccons, as the Govern? of Virginia and Maryland 
(hall think neceffary. To w^ end (I hear) the Lords of the 
Admiralty have fent Two good flfriggotts. 

Penfylvania, and the 3 lower Countyes upon Delaware 
Bay are expofed to all Danger, One Crofs a Pyrate Landed 
at the Whorekill about the 28'? of Auguft 1698. He rob'd 
the Inhabitants, and plundered the Towne, They wrote an 
Expreis to Mr Markham their Governor, And pray'd him to 
Send a Sufficient number of men, to releive them, He caufd 
the Drums to be beat to raife Volunteers, but could gett 
none to goe, neither have they any Officers or Trained 

Militia, 
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Militia, It being againft the Quaker's Principles to make ufe 
of the Sword. I faw 7 Small Guns mounted at Newcaftle, 
but of little Service, becaufe the Channel! thereabouts is See 
broad, that Veffells may eafily paffe up the River, out of 
Gunn Shott. The Cheif of the Inhabitants in Penfylvania, 
being Senfible of the apparent Danger they were in, of 
being invaded, and ruined by the flfrench & Indians, in the 
year 1692 Did in their Petition and Addrefs intended to be 
prefented to his Matie humbly fett forth as foUowes: — 
That his Maties Subjedls and Province of Penfylvania were 
in great Danger to be loft and ruined for want of a Settled 
Militia. 

That Proprietary Penn upon his Maties reftoreing him to 
the Governm! of his Province, Did promife his MStie That 
the Militia of the Province, Should be efiFe6lualIy Settled, to 
defend his MSties Subjects againft all Enemyes, That con- 
trary to his Said promife, the whole Government is put into 
the hands of Quakers, who not only refufe to Settle, but 
give all the Difcouragem! they can to Soe good a Work, 
whereby his Maties fubjedls, and the Province are expofed 
to all danger, and to be deftroyed unlefs fome fpeedy and 
effeftuall care be taken from home to prevent the fame. 
And they getting Notice of the faid Peticon did threaten to 
Imprifon thofe that Ihould fubfcribe it, w** put a flop to the 
prefenting it. 

There are a great many ftout men in Penfylvania were 
they in Comiflion, and well Armed, would run all hazards to 
defend themfelves, and their Countrey from Dangers that 
may happenn. 

Tis abfolutely neceffary to fecure the Entrance of Dela- 
ware 
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ware Bay, which lyes above i6o Miles from Phyladclphia, 
the feat of M' Pens Governm! by fending a fmall ffriggott 
thither, which will guard Penfylvania and Weft lerfey from 
Pyrates, and break the neck of the Illegall Trade, never 
more pradlifed that [than] fince Mr Pens Arrivall to the 
Go verm* of Penfylvania, 

The Provinces of Eaft and Weft lerfey They haue noe 
Militia, Their only Security depends upon the Governm! of 
New York. 

The Collony of Connedlicott lyes above loo Miles in 
length upon the Weftern Ocean, and farther up in the 
Land, their Security depends upon the Garrifon at Albany, 
tho* they have many fmall Towns well Inhabited, yet they 
are not in a Condicon to defend themfelves, fifor in Cafe the 
ffrench (hould get pofTeffion of Albany, they would foon putt 
Connedlicott under Contribucon. 

Road Ifland lyes nigh the Center of New England SamH 
Cranfton is the prefent Governor, but the Quakers have the 
fole Admacon of the Governm! There are 5 or 6 fmall 
Guns mounted at Newport being the Southermoft part of 
the Ifland, w^ ferves to defend fmall VelTells in the Harbour 
tis neceffary there were a good fifortifycacon w*^ Guns to 
defend that Place, There being few, or noe foldiers upon 
the Ifland, as were formerly, before the Quakers had the 
Governm! I was told about 10 yeares agoe (by Cap! Tal- 
mafh who in his Younger time had been a Buccaneer) That 
7 or 800 Buccaneers in the Weft Indies were refolved to 
gett poflcflion of Road Ifland, being a Place abounding with 
Provifions, w*? if they had effe6led, All the Inhabitants in 
New England, could not have driven them off. 

The 
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The Province of Maffachufitts Bay, Bofton is the only 
Place of Defence in that Province, There are Two fiforts 
w*** feverall Guns mounted in them, The One about the 
Middle of the Towne, which Comands Veffells in the Har- 
bour, and the other at the North End, at the Entrance of 
Charles River. 

There is a fmall fFort at Charles Towne, w* 3 or 4 Guns 
in it, There are likewife feverall Guns mounted at Caftle 
Ifland, lying one League from Bofton, w^ a Battery of about 
7 Guns which comands the Channell to Bofton. 

I am informed that they take little care to buy AmuniSon, 
and other Neceffaryes for Defence of their Countrey. 

There are great Numbers of men in that Province fitt to 
bear Armes. 

The Liev! Governor Mr Stoughton, is a perfon learned 
and converfant in Bookes, but wholly unacquainted wH' 
Military Difcipline, foe that, That great Countrey lyes ex- 
pofed to the Incurfions of their mercileis Enemyes the 
French and Indians. 

Tis true they have a Settl'd Militia through the whole 
Province, and fome of the Councell, and others being 
Churchmembers, are made the Cheif Officers, but not three 
of them all know how to draw up and exercife a foot Com- 
pany, as they ought 

His Excellency the Earl of Bellamont refides at New 
Yorke, being about 350 Miles diftant from Bofton, and it 
will (I fear) be a long time before they can receive the necet 
fary Orders from his Excellency againft the Approach of an 
Enemy. 

The Province of New Hampfhire, Tis not long fince it 

was 
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was attacked by the Indians, and many of the Inhabitants 
deftroyed 

One William Partridge a Millwright, is the prefent Liev! 
Governor, under his Excellency the Earl of Bellamont. He 
is noe way quallifyed for foe great a Comand. 

There is a £Fort built upon Great Ifland at the Entrance 
into the River Pifcataqua, and above 20 Iron Guns in it 
which with Shott and other Amunicon proporconable were 
fent thither by her late MStie befides fome that were there 
before 

Pifcataqua River is the only Place from whence the great 
Mails, fitt for his MSties Navy Royall are brought, The 
£French may at any time eafily Surprize that ffort, there not 
being many men upon the Ifland, ready to defend it, and if 
once in their pofleflion, they will hold it, till reinforced by 
greater Numbers, and then will maintain themfelves by 
Contribucon from the Neighbouring Inhabitants in the 
Towns of Hampton Exiter &c. 

The Province of Main adjoynes to New Hampfliire and 
lyes 40 or 50 leagues diflant from Bofton. It has been 
often invaded by the Eaftem Indians and £French, who en- 
couraged and affifted the Indians to dellroy the Englifh Set- 
tlem? about Kennebeck, Ambrofe Scoggan Rivers, and the 
£Fort at Sagadehock &c. And if S! Edmund Androfs (then 
Governor of New York) had not fent from thence a fifort 
ready framed about the year 1676 to Pemaquid ^^ great 
Guns, Soldiers, and all Neceflaryes to fecure thofe few In- 
habitants fettled there, from New York, the Indians had at 
that time overrun the whole Province, which is fince almoft 

all dcAroyed. 

The 
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The Rebuilding the fifort at Pemaquid has been often 
difcourfed of, But the Boftoners thro' whofe negledl it 
was taken by the firench and Indians, have not money to 
doe it. 

There are other fforts in the Province of Main, as that 
of Cafco, Tueffett, Sheepfcott, and Sagadehock, w^ might 
be of great Service, and 'tis neceffary they fhould be re- 
paired alfo, but there are but few Inhabitants left, and thofe 
ruined. 

From the Confideracon whereof, 'tis humbly propofed. 
That the Lords Proprietors, and others clayming right to 
the feverall Proprietyes on the Continent of America, and 
Iflands adjacent, be forthwith required to fend Great Guns, 
Small Armes, for horfe and foot, and Amunicon Sufficient 
for the Defence of his Maties good Subjects there Inhabit- 
ing, And that a prudent Genl well Skill'd in Military Af- 
faires, be Speedily fent from hence, w* his MSties C5mif- 
fion to be the Liev! Governor of the Province of the MafTa^ 
chufitts Bay, in the room of Mr Stoughton the prefent Liev! 
Govern! of that Province, And that another good Soldier be 
in like maner commiflionated to be the Liev! Govern! of the 
Province of New Hampfhire in the roome of Mt Partridge, 
with a yearly allowance of a good Sallary, for the fupport 
and Maintenance of each of them, Which will animate, and 
encourage the defponding Inhabitants chearfuUy to provide 
all Neceffaryes for their own, and their Countrey's Security, 
Efpecially when they fee his M3tie is pleafed to take fuch 
eflfe6luall Care for their Prefervacon.

John Warren Mafter of a Veflell belonging to Providence 
One of the Bahama Iflands, took a board her about a Twelve 
month ago 80 hllds of Sugar, giveing Bond to Carry it to 
England or fome of his MSties Other Plantations, But Car- 
ried it Diredlly to Curriafaw, where he fold it, and twas put 
on board a Dutch fhip Bound for Holland. 

The Ifland of S! Thomas belonging to the Danes is like- 
wife plentifully fuppli'd with Sugar, Cotton, Lignum Vitae, 
and Logwood from Anguila, Spanifh Town, Tcrtola &c. 
upon which the Englifh are Settled, I am informed That 
the Govemour of S? Thomas takes upon him the Care of 
Shipping thofe Goods to Denmark. 

The Dutch Iflands of Statia, and S\vabia lying not farr 

from Nevis, and Antegoa Trade with thofe Iflands from

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whence they have Yearly Great Quantities of Sugar which 
they fend to Holland. 

There was about a Twelvemonth ago, a fhip from Scot- 
land which brought to Statia, a Cargo of the Manifadlures 
of that Kingdome, a good part whereof was bought by 
Daniell lohnfon Matter of a Veflell belonging to Bermuda 
&c. The Scotch Matter makeing his Returns home in Sugar, 
Cotton- Wool, and Other Plantation Commodities. 

I am likewife informed (fince my laft Arrivall in England) 
by fome of the Chiefeft Merchants in London, That Englifh 
Matters who are permitted by Law to Carry Serv* Horfes, 
and Provifions To our Weft India Plantations Load the 
Commodities thereof (fometimes 20 Veffells in a Year) and 
Carry them Dire6tly to Holland. 

All which is Occafioned either by the Connivance, or 
negle6t of the Governours in their not Takeing Bonds With 
fufficient Security to Carry the fame to England, Wales, &c. 
Or their not Vigoroufly profecuting them when Forfeited, 
as the Law diredls, By all which undue Meanes his MStie 
Loofes many Thoufand pounds yearly in his Cuftomes on 
Sugar, &c. 

For Prevention whereof Tis humbly propofed 

That all the prefen Governours, and fuch as fhall hereafter 
be the Governours of his Maties Forreigne Plantations, 
Give Bond to his Matie with two fufficient fureties here in 
England, as the Commiffioners of his MSties Cuftomes 
London fhall Approve of (according to the quantity of Plan- 
tation Commodities made Yearly in their Refpedlive Gov- 
ernments) not Icfs than the fum of 2000" Sterling, Striftly to 

put 
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put the A(5ls of Trade in Execution, And obferve all fuch 
Orders, and InftrucSons as they fhall from Time to time 
Receive from the faid Commiflioners. 

That the faid Governours, or their refpe6tive N avail Offi- 
cers Admitt of none to be fureties for any Mafter of a Vef- 
fell belonging to the Plantation where he Loads, or to any 
of his Maties Plantations, But fuch as Are Inhabitants, and 
men of Good Eflates, upon their being Anfwerable to 
his Majefly for the Penalty of fuch Bond, in Cafe it be 
Forfeited. 

And in Regard Matters of Veflells belonging to England, 
Wales &c. Firft go to Scotland, or Ireland for Servants, 
Horfes, or Provifions, or go in their Ballaft to Newfound 
land to Carry Fifli for Bilboa, &c. And being difappointed 
of their Loading go to the Plantations to Load Tobacco, 
Sugar &c. 

That no Governour, or Navall Officer fhall upon any pre- 
tence whatfoever permitt fuch Mafter to Load or Take on 
Board any of the Enumerated Plantacon Commodities untill 
he do produce to him, or to his Navall Officer, a Certificate 
under the Hands, and feals of the Chief Officers of the Port 
in England, Wales &c. from whence fhe fayl'd That Bond 
was there Given According to Law. 

That the faid Governour, or his Navall Officer, do twice 
in every Year tranfmitt to the Commiflioners of his Majef- 
ties Cuftomes in London, a Lift of all Veflells Ladeing any 
of the faid Ennumerated Commodities in their Refpeftive 
Governments-

Articles of High Crimes: Mifdemeanours Charged upon the 

Governours in the Severall Proprieties, on the Continent 

of America, and Iflands adjacent. 

Bahama 
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Bahama IJIands. Pirates entertained there, and illegal 
Trade maintained, and carryed on by the Inhabitants. 

Every the Pirate, and his men were entertain'd when 
Collonell Trott was Governor of Providence ; and had liberty 
to depart, or flay there upon their Giveing Bond of icxx>;^ 
to appear when called fome of thofe were bound, One, for 
another, They carry from thofe Iflands the Brazillett, and 
Other dying Woods to Curriafaw. 

Colonell Nicholas Webb his Succeffor was acruell oppret 
for, and Imprifoned his Maties Subjects at pleafure, by 
which means, he Gott a great deal of Money, and They, and 
their Families were Ruin'd. Read Elding the prefent Gov- 
ernour, ftands charged w*? Piracy lately committed upon 
a New England Veffell richly Loaden, bound from Jamaica 
to Bofton. 

He Tyrannically beat and Wounded Mr Thomas Gower, 
the Prefent Secretary, and Soon after kept him in Prifon 1 7 
daies. 

He feized and condemned Small Vefells belonging to the 
Inhabitants haveing made Parker, one of Every's men^ (and 
his Brother in Law) Marfhall. 

Dolton a Red Seaman is Judg, and Warren another Red 
Seaman his Attorney Generall. They have Sold y* Veflells 
and put the money in their Pocketts. 

South Carolina — 70 Pirates were entertain'd there, about 
8 years ago. 

Mr Archdale the late Governour Harboured Pirates, he 
countenanced Day the M after of a BriftoU Ship, to defraud 
his Owners of VciTcll & Loading, And afterwards Day 
being bound to the Red Sea M! Archdale provided for him 

a 
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a Mofchetto Engine, againft his Matter's Will to catch Fifli 
for his Voyage. 

He gave his permitt to Simon Triftrant, a Frenchman 
bom, Who Imported a rich Loading of Wine, Sugars, and 
Cocoe, to fell his Veffell, and Cargo for which he was well 
paid. 

Mr Jofeph Blake late Governour Deceafed, was a Great 
Indian Trader, and Took 6 Barrells of Powder, in the Late 
French Warrs and Sent them by his Agents to purchafe 
Skinns of the Indians, having but 4 barrels in the Store, All 
which was purchafed for defence of the Country. 

He cauf 'd Some Veffells, and their Loading to be Seized 
and Condemned upon pretence of their Ads of Trade, and 
getting them to be apprized at half ye valine, he and his 
Accomplices gott them into their Hands, denying to y' 
Owner's appeals to his Ma'tie in Councill. 

He caufed other Veffells to be feiz'd upon the fame pre- 
tence and upon Private Contraft with the Matters to pay 
him half ye Valine of their Veffells (which they did) he dif- 
chai^ed their Veffels, defrauding his Ma'tie thereby of his 
Third part w*? many other like mifdemeanors Committed by 
him. 

North Carolina — They have no Settled Governm! 
amongft Them. About 4 years ago the Swift Frigott being 
Drove out of Virginia by Storm and comeing aShoar upon 
the Sands in that Province the Inhabitants Robb'd her, and 
Fired Great Gunns into her and Difabled her from Getting 
off. The Chief Offender was Baniflied onely. Tis a place 
which Receives Pirates, runaways, and illegal Traders. 

Mary-tand — His Matie took the Governm* of That Prov-

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ince out of the Hands of the Lord Baltamore the Proprie- 
tor, becaufe Colonell Talbott his Govemour murther'd the 
Colle6lor of his Ma'ties Cuftomes in Cool Blood. 

The Three Lower Counties on Delaware Bay. M' Penn 
ufurps Government, and laies Taxies upon his Ma'ties Loyal 
Subje6ls inhabitting There. 

There were not Long Since Two perfons Try'd & Con- 
demned the Judges, and Juries not being Sworn, and after- 
wards executed in thofe Counties. 

Penjilvania — Another perfon was Try'd, Condemned, 
and Executed in M' Penn's own Province, the Judg, and 
Jury not being Sworn. 

It has been, and ftill is y* only receptacle for Pirates & 
illegal Traders. 

M' Penn in Defyance of y* Authority of y* Court of Ad- 
miralty there erefted, Has appointed a perfon to Execute y* 
office of Marfhall by Warr* under his hand and Seal. 

I was made a prifoner by Mr Markham (M' Penn's Gov- 
vernour) becaufe I would not Deliver to him Two Bonds, one 
of looo;^ and the other of 500;^ Forfeited to his Ma'tie, 
which I had Given Orders to be put in Suit 

M' Penn about O6I0! laft intercepted, and detained Let- 
ters, and Packetts, from the Commiffioners of the Cuftomes, 
to Mr Birch their Officer at Newcaftle. 

He Hkewife charged Mr. Swift bound from Penfllvania to 
England, who Mr Penn knew had letters from the Judg of 
the Admiralty in Penfllvania for the Said Commiffioners, 
not to Deliver them till one month after his Arrivall. 

Proviiiccs of Eaji a7id Wejl Jcrfey, — They are all in con- 
fufion for want of Governm* and humbly pray to be taken 

under 
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onder his Ma'tics immediate Governm' and Proteftion. 
They likewife receive and harbour Pirates. 

Colony of Conneilicott. Receive and countenance illegall 
Traders and Lately intended to Oppofe with Force perfons 
Legally impowr'd to Seize, & Carry away Prohibited Goods 
in Order to be Try'd in his Ma'ties Court of Admiralty at 
New York. 

Ra€ul IJland. They have all along Harboured Pirates. 
Walter Clarke, the late Governour, refufed to Take y' Oath 
enjoyn'd by the A6ls of Trade to be taken by all Gover- 
nours &*.

Province of Majfachu/elts Bay, — They haveing obtained 
a new Grant, made voyd, and deftroyed all thofe Laws 
made not long before, for the Maintenance & Support of 
his Ma'ties Governours of That Province, on purpofe to Dif- 
courage Gentlemen of Honour and abillities to ferve his 
Ma'tie in that Country, haveing thereby made that Govern- 
ment precarious only. 

They inrich themfelves by their continued breach of the 
Ads of Trade, Some of the members of ye Council being 
illegall Traders, fitt Judges in ye Courts upon Try all of 
Seizures for his Ma'tie, and do likewife deny Appeals to 
his Ma'tie in Councill, to thofe who are impowr'd and 
dire(5led to profecute them. 

They have likewife Turn'd out Mr Byfield a man zealous 
for haveing the Adls of Trade duly executed, who by Com- 
miflion under the Great Seal of y* Admiralty was Judge of

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the Court of Admiralty in That Province. And made Mr 

Waitc Winthrop (a fmall Pra6litioner in Phyfick) to be 

Judge of That Court Tho' in no Sort qualifyed fory* OfHce 

inftead of Mr Byfield againfl whom they had nothing to 

Objedl. Some of the Firft Pirates I ever heard of in the 

Northern Plantations were fett out from Bofton who brought 

in a Great deal of Riches from the Spanifh Plantations.

South Carolina. M' John Archdall the late Gov* (under 
his fon a Lord Proprietary of the Province) permitted fome 
of Evcry's Men, who came from Providence to Land, and 
bring their money quietly a (hoar, for which favour he was 
well paid by them. 

He contrary to the A(5ls of Trade gave his Permitt to 
Simon Triftrank (a French man borne) who came from S» 
Thomas to put off his fugar, wine and cocoa, for which his 

Marihall 
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Marfhall received for the Governor a large prefent, and 
therefore he would not fuffer the Judge of the Admiralty, 
nor the Colle6tor to feize her, faying (he belonged to Eng- 
Itfh owners, vide depofitions. 

He allowed one Day Mafter of a great (hip of Briftol, 
which came into the Harbour loaden with Sugar from 
Jamaica, to fell his Sugar to a merchant in Charles Town, 
upon Condition that M' Archdale Ihould have a fliare of it. 

M' Blake his fucceffor in the Goverm! fcnt Six barrells of 
Gunpowder, bought for defence of the Country (being a 
Great Indian Trader) by his Agents to purchafe (kins of the 
Indians, vide Depofitions. 

He clandeftinely got ;^8a from William Joel Ma' of a 
Bermuda floop, which he caufed to be feized, upon pretence 
(he was not regiftered, whereas the time for regiftring veffells 
was not expired, vide Depofitions. 

He caufed a floop belonging to Carolina loaden with 
Negroes from Guinea, to be feized upon the fame pretence, 
and difcharged her upon the owners promife to pay him 
50;^. (vide Depofitions of the Owners fworn before a mafter 
in Chancery). 

He was confenting to the feizing of the ftiip Carlifle ftop 
five months in the Country, upon pretence that the Ma' 
was a Pyrate, but the defign was to get her into his and his 
Confederates hands, by putting the failors upon feizing her 
for their wages, and then get her to be fold to them for 
little or nothing. 

By a Trick he put upon the Credulous Mafter of the 
Edward and Sarah of London, loaden with Sugar from 
Yamaica, he gott the Management of the veflell and her 

Loading 
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Loading into his hands, and leaving that to the care of one 
Loggen, they imbezilled the Sugar and brought in Extrav- 
agant Charges for Commiffion, which were allowed. The 
veffell was funk through their negledl, yet they demanded 
and had 30;^. for their care & diligence. 

He and the Judge of the Court of Admiralty (his brother 
in law) condemned the Snow Gully of London, and her 
Loading they were appraifed at a low value. His Majefty 
fometime after was pleafed to order them reftore to the own- 
ers the veffell & Loading, which they were glad to take at 
the appraifed value, befides the lofs they fuftayned for want 
of their market However Governor Blake and his confed- 
erates made great advantage by the fale of thofe Goods at 
the Country price. 

The Cole and Bean Galley of London and Loading 
worth two or three thoufand pounds fieri : were condemned 
and appraifed at not half the value, the veffell was bought 
by Loggan under hand for the Governor and Bellinger, and 
the pretended colledlor for much lefs than halfe what the 
coft fetting out in England ; they fent her to the Bay of 
Campeache for Logwood and ordered the Matter to fell her, 
and her Loading at Curafoa or Holland. 

He turned M' Nicholas Trott (app*** y* Naval Officer by 
the Lords Proprietors and alfo by the Commiffioners of hfa 
Majeflies Cuffomes) out of his place becaufe he was diligent 
and faithfull to his truft, and put another therein, who was 
his confident and not fit for the place. 

North Carolina. Thomas Harvey late Governor was de- 
puted by M^ Archdall he put Maft'^to great charges becaufe 
of their veffells not being rcgiftered, though the time lymit- 

ted 
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ted for regiftering them was not expired. The Tobaco 
made in that Province is generally carried to Bofton or to 
the Iflands near to Connedicott Colony where it is car- 
ryed to Scotland &c, which fraud ought fpeedily to be 
prevented. 

During his Government his Majeftys (hip Hady was 
drove a (hore upon the fands between the Inletts of Roan- 
oak and Currituck, the Inhabitants robed her and got fome 
of her guns alhore and (hot into her (ides and difabled her 
from getting off. The adlors were tryed and one of the 
chief was banifhed. Henderfon Walker the prefent Gover- 
nor in no fort fit for the Office. • . . 

May it pleafe your Ld^** 

The many mifdemeanors I have juftly charged upon the 
feverall Govemours in the Proprieties, arife chiefly from a 
very great negledl in the Propriet" not taking due care to 
provide an Honorable Maintenance for fupport of their 
Governors, which is the true reafon why no honeft Gentle- 
man of good reputation and abilities, to ferve his Majefty in 
the Quallity of Governors will leave his Country to live 
upon the Rapine and fpoil in the Proprieties, as many of 
them have done for feverall years laft paft ; For 'tis eafy to 
believe that Governors in fuch neceffities will be foon 
tempted to do all unlawfuU things. Neither have they 
taken any notice of the frequent complaints of the grievous 
oppreffions done by their Governors to his Majefties fub- 
jei5b, nor of their exadling extravagant Fees from Matters 
of veffells and other Trading Perfons, fo as to redrefs them ; 
Whereby lawfull Traders have been wholly ruined. 

They 
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They have not at any time (during the late Warr with 
France) bought or fent over any great Guns, or fmall Armes 
for Horfe or Foot Ammunition of all forts, nor provided 
(hips of Warr to be manned when neceffary, nor foldiers 
ready for the defence of his Majeftie's fubjedls inhabiting 
thofe Provinces, fo that all the Proprieties (from the Bahama 
Ifland fouth beyond Pemaquid North) at this time lie open 
and expofed to every invafion, being an eafy prey to their 
mercilefs and infulting Enemys the French and Spaniards 
&c : efpecially South Carolina, lying within fixty miles of 
the Town and Port of S* Auftin, a place well fortyfyed and 
mand ; from whence I faw a Lieutenant and fix Spanifh 
foldiers in March 1699, who came from thence in a fmall 
Periogua within the Land. 

From the confideration whereof and for the more efiFed- 
uall preventing the imminent ruine the Proprieties are in at 
prefent, and alfo for the more efifeduall fupprefling the 
growing evills arifing from the arbitrary pradlices of their 
Governors which the Proprietors are in no fort capable to 
redrefs. 

Tis therefore humbly propofed 

1. That the Government of all the Proprieties on the 
Continent of America and Iflands adjacent be forthwith 
vefted in the Crown. 

2. That all the juft Rights & Prop'ties of the feverall 
Proprietors, and alfo of all the Perfons claiming by or under 
them, be continued and confirmed to them by Adl of Par- 
hamcnt to be enjoyed in as full and ample Manner as they 
have or may of right enjoy by virtue of their refpedive 
C.rants or Patents for the fame. 

Bv 
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By which means they themfelves will be fully fecured in 
all their Rights, under an Equall Adminiftration of his 
Majeflies Government and protected in their lives and Ef- 
tates from Rapine and depredation, The A(5ls of trade duly 
obferved in all his Majefties Colonies and Provinces, and his 
Majeflies Revenue yearly encreafed, which will be a mighty 
benefit and advantage to all his Majeflies Subjedls inhabit- 
ing there. 

And laflly their lands and eflates made thereby far more 
valuable than before. . . .

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The third of thofe Articles with M' Penns anfwer to it, 
and Colonel Quarys Reply, were then read : Upon which 
Mr Penn readily acknowledged that he had given Commif- 
fions to two Sheriffs to be Water Baylifs; So that the 
Queftion (he faid) remains only whether that power did be- 
long unto him or to the Admiralty. 

Colonel Quary offered that the Court of Admiralty is 
fettled by Virtue of an Aft pad in the 7* and 8H* years of 
the late King for preventing Frauds and regulating Abufes 
&c* He defired that a Copy of one of thofe Commiflions 
which was given to Thomas Farmer high Sheriff of Phila- 
delphia County [and is Proprie? F. "Nt 60] might be read, 
which was accordingly done: And he complained that not 
only by that, but by the General practice of the Government 
there, in bringing all Tryals relating to Breaches of the 
A6ls for Trade into the Courts of the Country Mr Penn 
had affumed all the Powers of his Admiralty Commiflion 
and that the intent of the forefaid A61 of Parliam! was fruf- 
ftrated: And in proof of their bringing thofe caufes into 
their Courts, he defircd that Mr Robert Aflitons Letter to 
Mr Penn of the I7*^ Decembr 1701 [which is Pennfylvania 
I "NT 20] might be read ; which wis done accordingly. 

lie next Shewed to the Board part of a Letter from Mf 
John More & to himfelf, concerning the favour (hewn by by 
\Jic\ Government of Pennfylvania to one Righton the Mafter 
of a Veffel who had been divers times concerned in carrying 
on illegal Trade : And in Teftimony of Rightons pnuSlices 
of that kind, he appealed to M: Randolph & Ml Bafs here 
prcfcnt, who confirmed the fame, and particularly inflanced 
his having formerly been brought up to Burlington in Weft 

Jerfey, 
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Jerfey, and there favoured in like manner by Colonel 
Hamilton. 

To thefe things M' Penn anfwered that he had advifed 
with the beft Lawyers, and had been told by them that the 
Commiffions granted by him to Water Bayliffs are within 
the powers of his patent, and that in many cafes the pro- 
ceedings in purfuance of the Powers given by Admiralty 
CommifTions are reverfible by Common law; And he there- 
fore defired that Council on both fides Civilians and com- 
mon Lawyers may be heard, and the Boundaries of thefe 
Jurifdidlions fully fettled, before any refolution be taken 
upon this head.

To this Mr Penn replyed that they are in no fear of an 
Enemy by land, becaufe the Queens Colonies do lye be- 
tween them and the French and that the beft Security for 
all the Plantations by Sea as well againfl Enemies as Pirates 
is Shipping. 

And whereas it was objected to him that the Government 
of Pennfylvania had been reftored to him upon Condition 
that he (hould fettle a Militia for the Security of it, he ab- 
folutely denyed that he ever made any promife to do fo : 
But acknowledged that he promifed to ufe his Endeavours 
towards the procuring a Quota of Afliftance for New York, 
which he did accordingly and Succeeded in it 

As to the fetling \Jic\ a Militia he further added that 
the Commiffions given by Colonel Fletcher are ftil \Jic\ 
in force, and that before his coming away from thence he 
called feveral of the Captains before him, and afked them 
why they did not execute their Commiffions. 

The fifth Article of the forefaid Abftradt, anfwer and 
reply were then read ; which relating to the Indians, Col : 
Quary afirmed that he himfelf was an Eye Witnefs of a 
great many Strange Indians coming from Mf Penn to deiire 
a Settlement in that Government, & that one of thofe Na- 
tions had formerly refided in the Government of Maryl* but 
complained that upon Sufpicion of their having killed fome 
Englifh they had been unkindly ufed there, and that Mr 
Penn replyed that if they had been guilty of killing any 
Englifh, he could not prote6l them, but if not they fhould 
be welcome. 

To this Mr Penn anfvvered that all the feveral Nations of 
Indians here mentioned by Colonel Quary do not in whole 

amount 
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amount to 300: And for a more particular account of that 
Tranfa(^Hon he refer'd himfelf to the Indenture of agree- 
ment he made with them [Proprieties I'N^2i.] To his 
written anfwer to this article ; and to a Letter from one Mon- 
iieur le Tont a French man who has lived many years in 
that Country, which he now left with the Board for their 
Confideration.

John Ward Dean, J. Wingatc Thornton, Edmund F. Slafter, 
and Charles W. Tuttle, their aiTociates and fucceiTors, are made a corporation 
by the name of the Prince Society, for the purpofe of preferving and extending 
the knowledge of American HiHory, by editing and printing fuch manufcripts, 
rare trads, and volumes as are modly confined in their ufe to hiilorical ftudents 
and public libraries. 

Section 2. Said corporation may hold real and perfonal eftate to an amount 
not exceeding thirty thoufand dollars. 

Section 3. This ad (hall take effect upon its paflage.

Note. — The Prince Society was organized on the 25th o£ May, 1858. 
What was undertaken as an experiment has proved fuccefsful. This ACT OF 
Incorporation has been obtained to enable the Society better to fulfil its 
obje6\, in its expanding growth.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. — This Society (hall be called The Prince Society; 
and it fliall have for its objefl the publication of rare works, in 
print or tnanufcript, relating to America. 

Article II. — The officers of the Society fliall be a Prefident, 
four Vice-Prefidents, a Corref ponding Secretary, a Recording 
Secretary, and a Treafurer ; who together fliall form the Council 
of the Society. 

Article III, — Members may be added to the Society on the 
recommendation of any member and a confirmatory vote of a 
majority of the Council. 

Libraries and other Inflitutions may hold memberfliip, and be 
reprefented by an authorized agent. 

All members fhall be entitled to and fhall accept the volumes 
printed by the Society, as they are ifTued from time to time, at the 
prices fixed by the Council; and memberfhip fliall be forfeited by 
a refulal or neglefl fo to accept the faid volumes. 

Any perfon may terminate his memberfliip by refignation ad- 
dreffed in writing to the Prefident ; provided, however, that he (hall 
have previoufly paid for all volumes iffued by the Society after the 
date of his election as a member. 

Article IV. — The management of the Society's affairs (hall 
be veiled to the Council, which (hall keep a faithful record of its 

proceedings. 
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proceedings, and report the fame to the Society annually, at its 
General Meeting in May. 

Article V. — On the anniverfary of the birth of the Rev. 
Thomas Prince, namely, on the twenty-fifth day of May, in every 
year (but if this day Ihall fall on Sunday or a legal holiday, on 
the following day), a General Meeting (hall be held at Bofton, in 
Maflachufetts, for the purpofe of ele<5ling officers, hearing the 
report of the Council, auditing the Treafurer's account, and tranf- 
adling other bufinefs. 

Article VI. — The officers (hall be chofen by the Society an- 
nually, at the General Meeting; but vacancies occurring between 
the General Meetings may be filled by the Council. 

Article VII. — By-Laws for the more particular government of 
the Society may be made or amended at any General Meeting. 

Article VIII. — Amendments to the Conditution may be made 
at the General Meeting in May, by a three-fourths vote, pro- 
vided that a copy of the fame be tranfmitted to every member 
of the Society, at leaft two weeks previous to the time of voting 
thereon.

RULES AND REGULATIONa 

1. The Society (hall be adminiftered on the mutual principle, 
and folely in the intereft of American hiftory. 

2. A volume (hall be i(rued as often as pra£licable, but not more 
frequently than once a year. 

3. An editor of each work to be iffiied (hall be appointed, who 
(hall be a member of the Society, whofe duty it (hall be to pre- 
pare. 
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pare, arrange, and condu6l the fame through the prefs ; and, as he 
will neceflfarily be placed under obligations to fcholars and others 
for affiftance, and particularly for the loan of rare books, he (hall 
be entitled to receive ten copies, to enable him to acknowledge and 
return any courtefies which he may have received. 

4. All editorial work and official fervice fhall be performed 
gratuitoufly. 

5. All contrails connected with the publication of any work 
(hall be laid before the Council in diftinct fpecifications in writ- 
ing, and be adopted by a vote of the Council, and entered in a 
book kept for that purpofe ; and, when the publication of a volume 
is completed, its whole expenfe (hall be entered, with the items 
of its co(l in full, in the fame book. No member of the Council 
(hall be a contra(5lor for doing any part of the mechanical work 
of the publications. 

6. The price of each volume (hall be a hundredth part of the 
coft of the edition, or as near to that as conveniently may be ; and 
there (hall be no other affeffments levied upon the members of 
the Society. 

7. A fum, not exceeding one thoufand dollars, may be fet apart 
by the Council from the net receipts for publications, as a working 
capital ; and when the faid net receipts (hall exceed that fum, the 
excefs (hall be divided, from time to time, among the members of 
the Society, by remitting either a part or the whole coft of a 
volume, as may be deemed expedient. 

8. All moneys belonging to the Society (hall be depofited in the 
New England Truft Company in Bofton, unlefs fome other banking 
inftitution (hall be defig^ated by a vote of the Council ; and faid 
moneys (hall be entered in the name of the Society, fubjefl to the 
order of the Treafurer. 

9. It (hall be the duty of the Prefidcnt to call the Council to- 
gether, whenever it may be neceffary for the tranfaftion of bufincfs, 

and to prefide at its meetings. 

10. 
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10. It fhall be the duty of the Vice-Prelidents to authorize all 
bills before their payment, to make an inventory of the property 
of the Society during the month preceding the annual meeting 
and to report the fame to the Council, and to audit the accounts 
of the Treafurer. 

11. It fhall be the duty of the Correfponding Secretary to iff ue 
all general notices to the members, and to condu£l the general 
correfpondence of the Society. 

12. It fliall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep a 
complete record of the proceedings both of the Society and of 
the Council, in a book provided for that purpofe. 

13. It (hall be the duty of the Treafurer to forward to the 
members bills for the volumes, as they are iffued ; to fuperintend 
the fending of the books ; to pay all bills authorized and indorfed 
by at leaft two Vice-Prefidents of the Society ; and to keep an 
accurate account of all moneys received and difburfed. 

14. No books ftiall be forwarded by the Treafurer to any mem- 
ber until the amount of the price fixed for the fame Ihall have 
been received ; and any member negledling to forward the faid 
amount for one month after his notification, (hall forfeit his 
memberfhip.
